be built to take care of general stores until the perma- 
nent building is ready. 

Improvements in the central power plant of the yard 
are to cost $150,000. This money will be used for the 
purchase and installation of a large turbo-generator, ash- 
handling machinery, coal weighing scales, and other pur- 
poses in line with enlarging the capacity of the present 
power plant. An extension is to be built on the chain 
shop. This building will cost $60,000. Additional 
facilities thus will be provided for manufacturing chains. 
The new drydock is to have $17,500 spent on improved 
drainage and filling arrangements. A sterilizing and dis- 
infecting plant is to be built at an expense of $9,000. 
This will be a small building constructed especially for 
sterilizing and disinfecting clothing and bedding used at 
the marine barracks and on the warships. Twenty thou- 
sand dollars is to be spent in building a “round house” 
for housing the navy yard locomotives and cranes. Under 
a previous naval appropriation work already has been 
started on an addition to one end of the power building 
to accommodate more air-compressors for operating pneu- 
matic tools and machinery. The expense of this job will 
be $37.500. In connection with these improvements at 
the yard, work is being started on five new magazine 
buildings at the naval ammunition depot in Hingham.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 
asked whether, in preparing the 
certificate of property lost by an officer who seeks com- 
pensation under the Act of March 4, 1915, “all appropri- 
should include civilian clothing of the offi- 
cer and the wearing apparel of his family. The Judge 
Advocate General returned a negative opinion. The act 
referred to, he points out, extends compensation to cover 
loss or damage to the “regular allowance of baggage,” 
and this has been held to include only such as is “rea- 
sonable, useful, necessary and proper for such officer or 
enlisted man.” ‘The case in which the question arose 
was the claim of Lieut. William H. Hobson, (Inf.) who 
stated that he lost personal property valued at $323, 
and women’s and children’s apparel to the value of 
$157.15 in the Galveston hurricane of 1915. 

Enlisted men below Grade 15 are entitled to allowance 
for fuel when they are assigned to public quarters, the 
Judge Advocate General believes, quoting A.R. 1,036 and 
1,044 as his authority. ie 

When a Q.M. sergeant, who holds a commission in the 
O.R.C., is called to active duty in the latter capacity, 
such call should be taken as directing his discharge as 
an enlisted man; but the regular procedure set forth in 
108 Art. War must be followed. The discharge certifi- 
eate, when actually issued, should be dated back to the 
day of the call as a Reserve officer, General Crowder’s 
opinion said.

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


It is decided that the Government is entitled to land- 
grant deduction on the transportation of state Militia. 

The Comptroller says, “I know of no law authorizing 
the granting of additional leave with pay to an officer 
or employee of the Panama Canal on account of service 
as a member of the Army or Naval Reserve forces. 

* %* * T see no reason why an officer or employee 
of the Panama Canal can not be paid for periods of ab- 
sence on account of military training or active duty 
not exceeding the period for which ordinary leave may be 
granted to him in accordance with existing laws and regu- 
lations. There is no difference in this respect between 
officers and enlisted men.”

J. Morsell, U.S.N., the Comp- 
troller says: “There does not appear to be any justifica- 
tion in requiring a man to surrender his uniform cloth- 
ing, when discharged pursuant to a court-martial sen- 
tence, in exchange for a civilian outfit and then to charge 
against any balance due him for undrawn clothing at the 
date of the approval of his sentence the cost of such 
civilian outfit. It is an exchange, pure and simple, made 
in the interest of the Government. and I am of the opin- 
ion that no charge should be made against a discharged 
prisoner on account of same.” 

The Comptroller has allowed $1.933.93, disallowed by 
the Anditor, of the adiustment of accounts of Maior 
Samuel Field Dallam. 7th U.S. Cav.. saying, “The de- 
tail of a commissioned officer of one company of Organ- 
ized Militia to fill a vacancy in another comnany for pur- 
poses of encampment maneuvers and field instruction is 
authorized (10 Comp. Dec., 360).”

LEGAL QUESTIONS. 
PROPERTY LOST IN TEXAS FLOOD. 


It is expected that the Comptroller of the Treasury 
will make an early decision upon the question of the lia- 
bility of the United States to pay for articles of per- 
sonal property lost in the flood at Texas City Aug. 16-17, 
1915. A test case was orally argued before the Comp- 
troller on May 3 by George A. King and William B. 
King, of the firm of King and King. . They also sub- 
mitted a brief discussing the whole subject and citing 
precedents. It was stated by the Auditor in disallowing 
the case that this property was not lost or destroyed in 
the military Service within the meaning of the Act of 


1885. The argument before the Comptroller was that 
the property was taken to Texas City because the claim- 
ant was in the=Servite, and was exposed to the flood 
simply because the claimant was obliged by military au- 
thority to be present. The loss, it was argued, was the 





immediate consequence of this, and the Auditor’s ruling 
that the loss could not be paid for because it was in a 
general calamity should have no weight. _ 

The Act of March 3, 1885, contains three different 
classes of circumstances under which payment is to be 


made for private property lost; first where loss is with- 
out fault or negligence on the part of the claimant; 
second, because the property was lost because shipped 
on board an unseaworthy vessel; and, third, because 
claimant had given his attention to saving United States 
property. It had been decided at one time under this 
statute that the second and third paragraphs were the 
only ones giving a substantive right and that the first 
paragraph containing the clause ‘without fault or negli- 
gence on the part of the claimant” was to be read as a 
mere proviso to the second and third. That ruling, how- 
ever, was in force during only three years of the exist- 
ence of this statute, and it is not believed that the Comp- 
troller will now decide to go back to it in preference to 
the rule which has prevailed ever since its passage with 
the exception of that brief period. 


HORSES LOST IN SERVICE. 


The subject of horses lost in service has been under 
discussion in the courts for many years, but now it seems 
likely that a final decision has been reached through the 
latest opinion of the Court of Claims handed down on 
April 30. The many briefs prepared by King and King, 
attorneys for the officers interested. have approximated 
not far from one hundred pages. They discuss the sub- 
ject from every standpoint, citing Army Regulations and 
laws going back before the Civil War, as well as de- 
cisions of the Court of Claims, the Sunreme Court and 
the accounting officers of the Treasury Department with- 
out number. 

In time of peace horses are declared by the latest de- 
cision to stand upon the same basis as other articles of 
personal property belonging to an officer which are “rea- 
sonable, useful, necessary and proper” in line of duty. 
It is held that all losses of horses in the military Ser- 
vice which arise from an exigency or necessity of the 
Service are to be paid for; consequently allowance is 
made for a horse which was made ill by unwholesome food 
furnished by the Government and which died from it, as 
well as for a horse shipped from Wyoming to Texas and 
subjected to a violent change of temperature without 
proner surroundings. On the other hand, payment is 
denied for horses lost purely by accident which had no 
relation to their use in the military Service. 

In time of war. the loss of horses goes back to the Act 
of March 3. 1849, appearing in the Revised Statutes as 
Section 3482. That prescribes eight causes of loss and 
the Court of Claims holds that no other causes are em- 
braced within the law and provided for. The eight 
causes include horses lost in battle or dying from wounds 
received in battle or abandoned because wounded in 
battle; loss because the owner was comnelled to embark 
and leave the horse or because of unavoidable dangers of 
the sea on a transport; loss by failure to supply _suf- 
ficient forage or because the horse was turned out to 
graze in the absence of sufficient forage; and loss because 
the owner was ordered to do duty on foot at a station 
detached from his horse. 

Congress in 1874 amended the old law providing that 
payment should not be denied where the loss was caused 
because of any exigency or necessity of the military Ser- 
vice, but the Court of Claims has held that this is limited 
to the Civil War. and that the older law must prevail in 
regard to losses in later wars. Congress should be asked 
to extend this Civil War statute to losses arising in the 
present war. With the expected increase in the num- 
ber of Cavalry regiments. there will be numerous losses 
of horses to be provided for.

The second annual report of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, for the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 1916, shows that out of an appropriation of 
$5.000 for the year the committee spent $4,904.28. the 
estimates and recommendations for the current year being 
$107,000, of which $85,000 was allowed by Congress. The 
report recommends that the activities of the War and 
Navy Departments and this committee should be con- 
centrated “at or near one station” and recommends the 
consideration of this suggestion. There are summaries 
of the various problems studied by the committee and 
bound in with the report are five separate reports of the 
special subjects studied during the year.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


For the candidates for commissions in the Naval Re- 
serve and for the general reader who wishes to acquire 
a knowledge of the many aspects of Navy life and prac- 
tice Comdr. Yates Stirling, jr., U.S.N., has written a 
volume called “Fundamentals of Naval Service” (J. B. 
Lippincott Company, Philadelphia), that fully covers 
these two fields. It is not only a complete narrative for 
the reader, but it is also an invaluable book of reference 
and a working text-book as well. In these pages one 
ean learn just what part each type of ship in the Navy 
plays in the whole; the functions and history of every 
type of ship; speed, armor and gun-power are described 
in their relations to strategy; the fundamentals of navi- 
gation; the organization and administration of the Navy 
Department and the War College; all ceremonies and 
methods of signaling. and the part that electricity. engi- 
neering, ete., play in the Navy. In fact, it is a miniature 
encyclopedia of the Service. In‘addition to a bibliogra- 
phy for each section of the book there are special chan- 
ters on “The Naval Airplane” by Lieut. Comdr. H. C. 
Mustin, U.S.N.: “Electricity in the Navy” by Wieut. 
Comdr. C. S. McDowell. U.S.N.: and “First Aid and 
Hygiene” by P.A. Surg. Ralph Walker McDowell. U.S.N. 
The author expresses his thanks to Comdrs.’ F. R. Payne 
and F. A. Traut, U.S.N., for assistance in the prenara- 
tion of the chapter on Naval Reserve and to Lieut. John 
Stapler, U.S.N.. in the preparation of the chanter on the 
development of the torpedo. The work has the imprimatur 
of the Navy Department. 

To their “Debater’s Handbook Series” the H. W. 
Wilson Company. of New York city. has added two vol- 
umes. entitled “Military Training in Schools and Col- 
leges” and the second volume of “National Defense.” the 
first of which was issued in 1915. The text. comniled by 
Agnes Van Valkenburgh, is made up of worth-while 
articles on these subjects culled from periodicals of stand- 
ing and covers the general topics very thoroughly. 

While studying the large collection of ‘“McClellan 
Pavers” in the Library of Congress as a preparation for 
writing a life of Gen. George B. McClellan, Prof. Wil- 
liam Starr Mvers, of Princeton University, found. the 
manuscript, “Mexican War Diary.” kept by that officer 
while he was serving as a second lieutenant of Engineers 
from leaving West Point, Sept. 24. 1846, a few months 
after his graduation, continuing the narrative through 
the battle of Cerro Gordo in April, 1847. In view of the 
comparatively extensive literature of the Mexican War 
this diary of the young soldier adds little to our knowl- 
edge of the campaign. As a revelation of the quality and 
the conduct of the volunteer troops 6f that time it may 
be read with special interest, for they were a truly awful 
Jot, and McClellan does not spare them in his descriptions 
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of their lack of discipline, inability to care for them- 
selves, and what is much worse, their brutality toward 
the natives. Another, and happier, aspect of these pages 
is the unconscious revelation it makes of the nature of 
the man himself, frank, sunny, lovable—qualities that 
made him the adoration of the soldiers of the Army of 
the Potomac later in his life. The book is published by 
the Princeton University Press. 

“Mobilizing America,’ by Arthur Bullard (Macmil- 
lans, New York) is a strong appeal for the people of the 
United States to “get together” in their attitude toward 
the war, his presentation of his plea being based on Great 
Britain’s experiences in the beginning of the war. Mr. 
Bullard writes out of close observation of the facts and 
fruits of Britain's experiences, and lays particular stress 
on the folly of the ‘‘short war” idea. Mr. Bullard outlines 
a program for the country to follow, the chief features of 
which have already been provided for it may be men- 
tioned, declaring flatly that “‘within one year” we should 
have 500,000 men trained, equipped and officered and 
see that “transports are ready for them.” There is a 
practical and uplifting spirit about this little book of 
Mr. Bullard’s that makes it worthy the attention of every 
American in this crisis. 

Frederick McCormick’s “The Menace of Japan” (Little, 
Brown and Company, Boston) is a lengthy argument to 
show that “the Japanese have forced the United States 
out of its rightful position in the Pacific and have as- 
sumed an over-lordship respecting us.” He is particu- 
larly severe in his criticisms of the Administration’s kill- 
ing of the open door policy which puts us in the light, he 
avers, of abandoning our position as defender of China’s 
integrity. It is obvious that Mr. McCormick does not 
like the Japanese as world neighbors. 

The Countess Barcynska tells the story of a self-made 
London knight who is a thoroughly “bad lot’ in her novel 
called “If Wishes Were Horses” (E. P. Dutton and Com- 
pany, New York). As a study of moral degradation this 
otherwise colorless tale may be considered a success. 

Possibly it is some English naval officer who uses the 
nom de plume of ‘Laffrail” as the author of ‘“Pincher 
Martin, O.D.” (Houghton Mifflin Company, Boston) for 
his familiarity with the service would make it appear 
so. The text of this tale serves to give a complete idea 
of what the life of an enlisted man is like aboard both a 
battleship and destroyer in the British aavy before the 
war and since August, 1914. In this single respect it is 
as complete as Dana’s ‘‘I'wo. Years Before the Mast.” 

“in the Claws of the German Nagle,” by Albert Rhys 
Williams (E. P. Dutton and Company, New York) is a 
rather -hysterical account of the writer’s experiences _in 
Belgium and France in the early days of the war, and 
contains nothing in its pages that has not been told over 
and over again in books rushed through the presses at 
that time. 

Sturgis and Walton Company publish “Breaches of 
Anglo-American ‘Treaties: A Study in History and Di- 
plomacy,” by John Bigelow, major, U.S.A., retired, au- 
thor of “American Policy,” “World Peace,” ete., 12mo, 
cloth, $1.50 net. It is not a good time to overhaul 
ancient history to see whether we cannot find some cause 
of offense against our British ally, and it is very unfortu- 
nate for Major Bigelow that he should have issued this 
work just at this time. He tells us that, “It was begun 
and, but for some revision and amplification, was finished 
before this unprecedented contest commenced.” About 
two-thirds of the work is taken up with the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty. Major Bigelow presents a balance sheet 
showing the indemnities allowed for injurious acts on our 
part, or on the part of Great Britain, in violation of in- 
ternational law. Great Britain has paid us $28,690,694 
and we have paid her $5,505,328.34. From this Major 
Bigelow concludes that the United States have more than 
a safe balance of good faith to their credit. 

Frederick Watson’s ‘The Story of the Highland Regi- 
ments” (Macmillan Company, New York), puts into a 
running narrative the histories of such famous Scots 
regiments as the Black Watch, the Highlanders, Cam- 
erons, Gordons, Sutherlands, and Highland Brigade. Al- 
though there are records of these commands in various 
volumes the author says he has written this work to put 
them together in one book for the first time. The text 
is as stirring as the skirl of the bagpipes that are a 
part of the Scots military heritage. 

In the “Recollections of a Rebel Reefer’ (Houghton 
Miffin Company, Boston), James Morris Morgan tells 
his adventures as a junior officer in the Confederate navy, 
as a blockade runner, an officer in the Khedive’s army 
in Egypt, and finally in the American diplomatic service. 
Extending over a long period of years and many activities 
ashore and afloat, the book is as entertaining as any novel 
of romance we know. For young readers it affords pic- 
tures of life in the past painted by a real soldier of 
fortune.

ACHIEVEMENTS OF ARMY SURGEONS. 


In the article on “The Scientific and Administrative 
Achievement of the Medical Corps of the United States 
Army,” contributed to the Scientific Monthly, Lieut. Col. 
Champe C. McCulloch, jr., U.S.A., librarian, Surgeon 
General’s Office, pays a high tribute to the medical offi- 
cers of our Army as well as to the medical officers of the 
foreign services engaged in this great war. “Not only 
has the mortality of the army surgeons in the different 
battles been fully as high as that of the infantry,” he 
tells us, “but the military administrators have been com- 
pelled to admit, reluctantly in some cases, that the medi- 
cal profession has been their mainstay in the matter of 
evacuating the wounded from the battlefields and in 
sending a majority of the wounded back to field service 
in an incredibly short space of time.” ‘Thanks to anti- 
septic surgery, we no longer fear the traumatic infec- 
tious diseases in the field or base hospitals.” 

Referring to the accomplishments of our own medical 
officers, Colonel McCulloch tells us that the earliest 
American pharmacopeia was that prepared for the use of 


the Continental Army by Dr. William Brown, of Vir- 
ginia, who succeeded Rush as physician general of the 
Middle Department (1778-80). 

Asst. Surg. James Thacher (1754-1844) was the au- 
thor of the first published work on medical biography 
(1828). The first surgical work was published in this 
country by an Army officer, John Jones (1729-91). Surg. 
Gen. James Tilton (1745-1822), introduced the “hut sys- 
tem” to avoid the overcrowding of hospitals and also 
published the first American book on medico-military 
administration. In 1834 Joseph Lovell introduced com- 
petitive examination for admission to the Medical Corps 
and abolished the whiskey ration. In 1847 Surg. Gen. 
Thomas Lawson secured actual military rank for the 
Army medical officers and in 1856 introduced enlisted 
hospital stewards. W. A. Hammond, surgeon general 
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during the first two years of the Civil War, who was dis- 

credited by his difficulties with Secretary Stanton, early 
made his mark as a physiologist and introduced many re- 
forms and improvements in the medical service. Of him 
Dr. Weir Mitchell said: ‘Until the end of his Army 
career he was the unfailing friend of scientific study, and 
created special hospitals for diseases of the heart, lungs 
and neural maladies.” 

The profession is indebted to Dr. Hammond for that 
remarkable contribution to military medicine the ‘Medi- 
cal and Surgical History of the War of the Rebellion,” a 
publication which was completed under his successor, 
Joseph K. Barnes. First aid was inaugurated in the 
Service by Surg. Gen. John Moore. In 1896, under the 
administration of Surgeon General Sternberg, Major 
Walter Reed distinguished himself in discovering the 
secret of yellow fever and Major William C. Gorgas ac- 
complished the sanitary regeneration of Havana and the 
Panama Isthmus. 

Surg. Gen. Robert Maitland O’Reilly, during 1902-9, 
created the Medical Reserve Corps and recommended the 
adoption of the vaccination against typhoid fever which 
his successor, George H. Torney, made compulsory in 
the Army, also adopting measures for the control of 
venereal diseases in the Army and beri-beri in the Phil- 
ippines. 

Going back to the earlier days we find that Surg. Wil- 
liam Beaumont, of the Army, was the pioneer of experi- 
mental physiology in this country and made the most 
important contribution to the physiology of digestion for 
centuries through his experiments upon the French Ca- 
nadian, Alexis Saint Martin, who, as the result of a 
gunshot wound, had a permanent opening in the stomach 
through which the operation of digestion could be ob- 
served. To Jonathan Letterman, medical director of the 
Army of the Potomac (1862-3), we are indebted for a 
—e" reorganization of the medical service in the 

eld. 

At present our Army is absolutely free from typhoid 
which was formerly more to be dreaded than the bullets 
of the enemy. Major John Van R. Hoff put an end to 
the smallpox, which had been most prevalent in Porto 
Rico, by vaccinating no less than 800,000 persons in 
three months. In like manner, Colonel Hoff stamped out 
leprosy in the island, by segregating the patients in a 
leper colony. The hookworm infection was discovered 
in 1900 by Capt. Bailey K. Ashford, who treated some 
300,000 patients for it in Porto Rico in 1903-4 and re- 
duced the mortality by ninety per cent. He is now en- 
gaged in the study of the causation of tropical sprue in 
South America. Capt. Charles F. Craig discovered the 
parasites of malarial fever, and with Major Perey M. 
Ashburn the virus of dengue or break bone fever trans- 


mitted by the mosquito. Capt. Edward B. Vetter has 
traced the origin of beri-beri to a too exclusive diet of 
highly milled or polished rice. 

Reference is made by Colonel McCulloch to the im- 
portant work of other Army surgeons—Lieut. Cols. 
Charles E. Woodruff and Edward L. Munson, Col. Louis 
E. La Garde and Jefferson R. Kean, Majors Eugene R. 
Whitmore and Weston P. Chamberlain. Capt. Arthur 
C. Christie is the author of the latest and most up-to- 
date book on X-ray diagnosis (1913).

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ARMY PHARMACEUTICAL SERVICE. 


George F. Payne, president of the Atlanta College of 
Pharmacy, has addressed a letter to President Wilson, 
Secretary Baker and Surgeon General Gorgas urging the 
importance of establishing an up-to-date organization of 
Army Pharmaceutical Service. In this he says: “There 
are now no commissioned pharmacists in the U.S. Army, 
and, in fact, there are no men of any kind who are called 
pharmacists. There are certain men in our Army Medical 
Corps designated as ‘sergeants’ who do the pharmaceutical 
work of the Army; they are taught by the medical officers 
and are not even claimed to be pharmacists by the De- 
partment. As an evidence of this, we quote below a 
letter which we just received from the Medical Depart- 
ment. This letter simply states the facts, practically as 
we have stated them above: ‘In reply to your letter of 
April 12, I am directed by the Surgeon General to re- 
quest that inquiries in regard to pharmacists in the U.S. 
Army be referred to this office. I will say, however, that 
there is no rating of pharmacists. The ratings are master 
hospital sergeant, hospital sergeant and sergeant, first- 
class.’ These men do the pharmaceutical, chemical, X- 
ray, anaesthetic and hospital bookkeeping work of the 
Army, and they rank as sergeants only after long years of 
high grade work. Medical men are not educated to com- 
pound prescriptions nor to practice pharmaceutical chem- 
istry, hence every state requires those who wish to prac- 
tice pharmacy to be examined and licensed by a state 
board of pharmacy, composed of pharmacists. 

“There are 50,000 drug stores in the United States, and 
each one is a center around which clusters the political 
and social life of the community. There is an average of 
five persons connected with each pharmacy, which makes 
about 250,000 pharmacists, the average being about 2,000 
people to each pharmacy, although it is sometimes one 
to 1,000 people. Every one of these pharmacists is 
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deeply interested in the professional side of pharmacy. 
Pharmacy is more highly developed professionally in the 
United States to-day than anywhere else in the world. 
It is also more highly developed commercially. 

“There should be higher entering grades for those who 
do the pharmaceutical work of the Army. ‘There are 
nearly one hundred colleges of pharmacy in this country, 
turning out first-class pharmacists, and yet the Army 
works on the very slow plan of starting out with ordinary 
privates and educating them; $18 per month men. The 
various grades of sergeants now in the Service should be 
given commissions and the Service should be made more 
attractive for the entering grades.” 

The chief cbject of Dr. Payne seems to be to secure 
rank for pharmacists. He strikes a false note when 
he says: “Men without commissions have no initiative 
whatever and certainly we cannot get the best results 
under such conditions.” Men who have not sufficient pro- 
fessional pridé to do their whole duty, with or without 
rank, are out of place in the Army. Whatever may be 
the force of the argument for organizing a corps of 
pharmacists the plan of giving them military rank is 
of very doubtful expediency. ; 
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ENROLMENT IN NAVAL RESERVE. 


The following letter has been addressed by the Navy 
Department to the chairman of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs : 


Department of the Navy, Washington, April 5, 1917. 

My Dear Mr. Chairman: There are serving .on various craft 
plying waters of the United States and its possessions quite 
a large number of seamen and others who are not citizens of 
the United States, but who are men with special qualifications 
and experience in the seagoing profession. Many of these 
men are Scandinavians and citizens of other countries that are 
at present at peace with the United States. Many of them, 
the department believes, would be glad to serve the United 
States in time of war or national emergency, and it is con- 
sidered desirable that they be permitted, under certain condi- 
tions, to enrol] in the Naval Reserve Force. The enrolment 
of such experienced men would add materially to the efficiency 
of the Reserve, and men who so enroll and who serve the 
United States honorably for a period of, say, not less than 
one year would appear to have demonstrated their loyalty to 
this country sufficiently to entitle them to citizenship, and 
they should be so rewarded. 

Men whe have declared their intention to become citizens of 
the United States and who are between certain ages are mem- 
bers of the Militia, in accordance with law, and it is believed 


that the country would secure valuable and loyal services by 


permitting the enrolment in the Naval Reserve Force of men 
who have declared their intention to become citizens. 

There is inclosed herewith a draft of a proposed bill which 
would permit the enrolment of such men in the Naval Reserve 
Force, and it is recommended that same receive the early 
consideration of your committee with a view to its enactment 
into law. Sincerely yours,

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GEN. EDWARDS ON CANAL ZONE PROGRESS. 


Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., before his 
departure from the Panama Canal Zone to take command 
of the Northeastern Department issued a farewell order 
to the troops, in which he gives an interesting review of 
the progress of the Canal Zone. In this order, G.O. No. 
7, dated at Ancon, C.Z., April 12, 1917, General Ed- 
wards says: 

“Under orders transferring me to another command, I 
must sever the associations which I have enjoyed for 
nearly two years and a half with the troops of the Canal 
Zone. During that time the command has grown from 
one regiment of peace strength Infantry and a few com- 
panies of Coast Artillery to its present strength, and the 
garrisons have increased from one to ten. It seems a 
fitting time, and the best means of testifying to my ap- 
preciation of work well done and hardships cheerfully 
endured, to make brief record in this way of some of the 
material accomplishments of the troops in this period. 

“The conditions faced originally were not inviting._ A 


garrison for the Canal Zone was imperative; but prepara- 
tions for its reception were few and inadequate. The 
Coast Artillery were forced into camp and cantonment 
on the sites of their defenses to wait and work for the 
completion of their quarters and their batteries. The In- 
fantry was deposited in abandoned canal construction 
villages, rapidly falling into decay and surrounded by 
steadily encroaching jungle, on the west of the canal. 
Whatever degree of comfort the mobile troops in general 
have since attained has been, in a large measure, the re- 


sult of their own labor and effort. Even to-day the 33d 
Infantry, created last year from the 5th and 10th Regi- 
ments, is building itself into cantonment quarters at 
Gatun. 

“Before the arrival of the west side garrisons, and ex- 
cepting the canal roads connecting the construction towns, 
there was but five miles of good road available for troop 
use on that side of the canal. On the east side, excepting 
the existing Canal Zone roads, there was only a ten mile 
stretch through Juan Diaz to the east outside of the 
city of Panama on the Pacific and none outside of Colon 
and Cristobal on the Atlantic coast. 

“Little knowledge of the country existed, even of the 
Canal Zone beyond the area immediately involved in 
eanal construction work. Military knowledge of the 
areas southeast and southwest of the canal was negligible. 
On the Atlantic side the country east and west was terra 
incognita to all. Even native trails through the jungle 
were few and difficult. Canal medical officers advised 
against attempting field work involving camping outside 
of the canal towns because of the risk to life involved in 
the probable inoculation of the command with malaria. 

“But troops were useless on the Canal Zone if they 
could not leave and forget their quarters. Moreover the 
problem of defending the canal was theirs to solve. Care 
to be exercised, but advice based on caution had to be dis- 
regarded. Soon after my asumption of command two 
companies of the 10th Infantry camped in succession for 
a month each on the Tocumen river without developing 
a single case of malaria, and returned to their station 
and continued in better health than before. 

“Thereafter the troops conquered the country. A de- 
fense committee of selected officers representing all arms 
was formed at these headquarters and a detailed pro- 
gram laid down. The country was divided into areas and 
these were assigned to organizations for exploration and 
study. The entire dry seasons were devoted to compre- 
hensive progressive mapping, reconnaissance, and_ field 
work; the wet seasons to the theoretical consideration of 
problems based on the results of the knowledge gained. 
No part of the country bordering the canal was missed. 
No obstacle was permitted to remain insuperable. A 
young officer and a few men crossed the Isthmus from 
ocean to ocean under conditions and through country as 
difficult as the tropics can show. Everywhere hardships 
were endured, dangers encountered, heat, wet, and living 
tropical pests scorned, and the work continued. 

“All of this was laid out and carried on with the single 
main object of preparing from the studies made and the 
data collected a complete project for the defense of the 
canal. It was believed that three years would be re- 
quired for completion of the work. But leaving the,Canal 
Zone now under sudden orders I have nevertheless been 
enabled through the efficiency with which it has been 
done to prepare and forward a project complete to date, 
and that covers, certainly in reasonable measure, every 
angle of the problem faced. It is my report because the 
responsibility for it is mine, but it is as well the expres- 
sion of the professional opinion of this command, of the 
combined judgment of officers and men alike who have 
labored to this end, and this is what gives it value. 

“In accomplishing this result and in its regular line 
of endeavor, this command, during the period of my con- 
trol, has built eighty miles of good wagon road, with 
bridges, over much of which loaded trucks are now mov- 
ing; it has cut in explorations over 500 miles of trail, 
and it has mapped or is now mapping the surrounding 
country for fifty miles from the canal. When this is 
completed we shall have permanent maps for the perfec- 
tion of definite defense plans. For this object, attained 
in another way, the canal authorities estimated that the 
work completed would cost over a million dollars. Again, 
in construction and engineering work, taking as a basis 
the wage of the civilian workers in the same line on the 
Isthmus, the troops of the command have performed with- 
out extra compensation work that would probably have 
cost $400,000 if done by other means. 

“No estimate of the value of the troop labor on roads 
and trails outside of the garrisons is attempted, but one 
battalion alone explored, and selected and located gun 
positions in the virgin jungle and cut through it some 
forty miles of trail. where two men can now ride abreast 
without difficulty. The work of this battalion but typifies 
the spirit and work of the entire command. 

“In another way the troops here have fulfilled an im- 
portant mission too often neglected. They have estab- 
lished the Army firmly in the respect of the Panamanian 
population, and they have done this through forbearance, 
acquaintance, and exchange of courtesies, which have led 
to mutual understanding. The change in conditions in 
this respect has been noteworthy. Shortly after my ar- 
rival there was a serious riot in the city of Panama, and 
later another, less serious in degree only, in Colon. There 
is record of four other disturbances resulting in wounds 
and deaths all due to difference in language, to lack of 
understanding, and the conflict of different nationalities. 
Under nothing more than a gentleman’s agreement with 
the Panamanian authorities, provost guards were estab- 
lished in the two cities of Panama and Colon, and much 
of the credit for the results since attained is due, so 
far as the Americans are concerned, to the tactful and 
faithful performance of their duties by the members of 
these guards. Since their establishment there is record 
of not one untoward incident. 

“To-day, certainly, wherever in the republic the troops 
have gone, the Panamanians and the soldiers are friends. 
The recent action of the Panamanian government in fol- 
lowing the United States into war against the common 
enemy leaves little to ask of them but opportunities for 
wider acquaintance with our fellows in arms. 

“The work of the Army in the Canal Zone has only 
begun. We have laid the foundation, the structure of 
accomplishment remains for the future. The region af- 
fords a rarely equalled field for valuable professional ex- 
perience. It offers exceptional advantages as a training 
ground which it is to be hoped that our Government will 
employ hereafter in developing the youth of the land for 
the defense of their country. In this defense the canal 
region may some day have no small part. 

“T leave this command with regret; I have known none 
better trained in spirit and body; I have known none 
where loyalty was finer or more plainly evident. For this 
my thanks are due, and they are expressed to one and all 
alike. It is my hope that there may continue to be dis- 
played the spirit of co-operation and the realization of 
the interdependence of all the arms, which has been so 
manifest during my command, and the necessity for 
— is so clearly shown by this station and its prob- 
ems. 

“And I bespeak for my successor the same devotion 
inert 5 og troops that has been the reward of the under- 
signed.

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FORTY-FIVE THOUSAND OFFICERS NEEDED. 

When the President signs the law authorizing the addi- 
tion of the remaining increments to the Army as part of 
the “temporary increase to the Military Establishment,” 
5,461 officers will be needed to fill the deficiencies now 
existing and those caused by such additions. For the 
present authorized enlisted strength of 175,917, a total of 
7,252 officers is allowed, but it can be stated officially 
that the number of officers in the Regular Army (as of 
April 1) was 5,791, giving an immediate shortage of 
1,461. With the Army brought up to 293,000, the au- 
thorized number of officers is increased to 11,233. 

The plan before the General Staff for dividing the first 
citizen army, as shown in our issue of May 5 (page 
1161), calls for 18,538 officers. Apparently, therefore, 
at the very least 23,999 officers will have to be appointed 
by the time the first conscripted quota have completed 
their training. Adding to this the number of officers who 
must be left behind as instructors of reserve units, those 
who must be supplied to the greatly increased subsist- 
ence and other departments, it would appear that 45,000 
wvuld be a conservative estimate of the names to be 
added to list of officers. 

The National Guard will have 9,847 officers to com- 
mand the 329,954 men included in the present authorized 
strength—the total to be included when all existing units 
are fully recruited. The statement of the Secretary of 
War that, in his opinion, officers of the Guard were 
“needed with their regiments” and therefore they would 
not be eligible for attendance at the officers’ training 
camps, seems to indicate that few of these 24,000 men 
will be obtained from the state troops. As we have stated, 
the War College recommended the withdrawal of between 
150,000 and 200,000 men from the Army and National 
Guard (after it has been raised to maximum strength) 
for appointment as company officers and non-coms in the 
first civilian army. 

To supply the higher grades, the War Department will 
have to depend upon the Regular Army; with the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps as the principal source of lieuten- 
ants, captains and a certain portion of the majors. If 
the camps to be opened next week are fully attended there 
will be a total of 35,000 potential officers at the four- 
teen training points, but the number of those dropped for 
various reasons, resigning and failing to qualify, no doubt, 
will be considerable. 
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The Department of Labor, through the United States 
Boys’ Working Reserve, a departmental organization, is 
endeavoring to mobilize for agriculture and other in- 
dustries vital to the national defense, every boy in the 
country physically fit for manual labor between sixteen 
years and the age of enlistment, estimated at numbering 
5,000,000, Secretary of Labor Wilson, in outlining the 
purpose and scope of the Boys’ Reserve, said: ‘Several 
of the states and many of the boys’ clubs and organiza- 
tions have undertaken already to mobilize the youth of 
the country to assist in promoting an early and success- 
ful conclusion of the war. The Department of Labor has 
entered upon the work to introduce Federal methods cf 


co-ordinating these organizatins to assure that distribu- 
tion of the labor thus obtained which will give the greatest 
benefit to the nation; to prevent waste of effort and a 
duplication of activity; and to give the project a na- 
tional aspect.”

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INTERNING ALIENS. 

The Secretary of Labor announced on May 8 that he 
had completed arrangements for the permanent intern- 
ment of officers and sailors from the German ships in 
United States’ ports over which the Federal Government 
has assumed jurisdiction. The site selected is a tract of 
500 acres in the mountains of western North Carolina 
between Asheville and Hendersonville, improved with 
sanitary and modern housing equipment sufficient to ac- 
commodate 3,000 persons. The first detail of about one 
hundred men will leave Ellis Island, New York harbor. 
about May 12. The Secretary expressed the belief that 
necessity soon will arise for the establishment of addi- 
tional camps of similar nature. The site was selected 
by Frederick C. Howe, Commissioner of Immigration at 
the port of New York, after an extensive survey of pos- 
sible places in the New England states, New York and 
North Carolina. There is ready on the property a large 
central building (lately a summer hotel) and forty cot- 
tages. More than 200 acres are under cultivation. 

In outlining the policy he will pursue in this matter, 
Mr. Wilson said: ‘Alien enemies will be separated into 
one class; alien neutrals and alien allies into a second 
class, and aliens who have been found on examination to 
be feeble-minded into a third class. Under the Hague 
treaty this government is empowered to work the in- 
terned men, or to farm them out to individuals or cor- 
porations. When worked by the Government they will re- 
ceive the pay of soldiers, and when farmed out will be 
remunerated at prevailing wage rates. After making de- 
duction for their maintenance, the interned men will be 
given, at the time of their discharge by the Government, 
whatever sums they shall have earned. The men in the 
camp.in North Carolina will be used to cultivate the 
tract, and will be farmed out for lumbering and road 
building.” 








It is hoped that the nominations of the four officers 
of the Army to be officers in the New York National 
Guard, so strongly urged by Governor Whitman, to the 
War Department, may be speedily confirmed. These nom- 
inations are as follows. Lieut. Col. Harry H. Band- 
holtz, Inf., U.S.A., to be brigadier general, to succeed 
Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, recently appointed head of 
the Home Defense League. Col. William J. Snow, 1st 
Field Art., to be brigadier general of Field Artillery, 
Capt. Daniel W. Hand, Field Art., to be colonel of the 
8d Regiment of Field Artillery, and Capt. William N. 
Haskell, Cav., to be colonel of the 69th Infantry. These 
oflicers have all rendered excellent service, and their 
appointment as National Guard commanders is partic- 
ularly desirable and needful at the persent time. With 
the exception of Colonel Snow, these officers are well 
known to the New York Guardsmen, Captain Haskell 
has already served as colonel of the 69th during the 
border mobilization and has won the confidence and es- 
teem of that command. Captain Hand has served with 
the 3d Heavy Field Artillery on the Mexican border, and 
performed most creditably the difficult task of transform- 
ing the 74th Infantry into the 8d Heavy Field Artil- 
lery. Colonel Snow recently returned from service 
in Hawaii and is known as an officer of high ability. Colo- 
nel Bandholtz was chief of staff of the New York Di- 
vision at the border; has seen service in Cuba and the 
Philippines, was commander of the Philippine Constabu- 
lary and is an officer of wide experience. A favorable 
reply was made to the recomimendation, it can be stated, 
and a similar attitude will be taken, when circumstances 
permit, on such recommendations from other states. The 
“ruling” adopted by the War Department in this matter 
is that no officer of the Army will be permitted to accept 
an appointment in the National Guard unless such ap- 
pointment carries with it the command of a regiment or a 
higher office. In such positions, it is felt, the value of 
the officer to the state troops is great enough to offset 
his temporary absence from the Army. 
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When the war began in August, 1914, the British gov- 
ernment decided that encouragement was to be the prin- 
ciple of its publicists and the slogan adopted toward that 
end was “business as usual.’ Later on it became ap- 
parent that this wouldn’t do and Lloyd George presented, 
in turn, a variety of perils that faced England to the 

3ritish public, ranging from the shortage of men in the 
army through the matter of munitions to the very latest 
ones of the food shortage based on the success of the 
German submarine campaign. Now, as Admiral Choche- 
prat said in Washington on May 2, “the campaign against 
enemy submarines is a question claiming priority above 
all others.” But it does not do for us to overlook the 
facts in the case and become needlessly disheartened over 
the picture Secretary Lane painted on the same day at 
the conference of state defense councils of the terrific 
destruction of Allied shipping by the German submarines. 
On page 1114 of the issue of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL for April 28 we printed the facts concerning the 
huge foreign trade of the United States for March. Fronf 
the port of New York alone the exports for the month of 
March were valued at $259,635,457; as against a value 
of $72,893,811 in March, 1914, or just before the war 
broke out in Europe. As the value of these exports to 
Europe alone shows a gain of $4,000,000 in March of 
this year over the same month in 1916 it would hardly 





seem that the German submarines were doing all that 
was expected of them; for British imports of foodstuffs 
for. March were larger in value by $3,300,000 than a 
year ago, which even allowing for higher prices must 
mean pretty near the same quantity. Again the official 
weekly statement regarding the sinking of ships published 
on May 2 shows a rate of destruction higher than that 
of the weeks preceding April 18, but lower than that of 
the previous week by four ships. It does not work up 
yet to what the enemy German government announced it 
would destroy after Feb. 1 by half although it is bad 
enough. 
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The project of the U. S. Shipping Board to build 
wooden merchantmen for the purpose of aiding our Allies 
fight the German submarine campaign has naturally 
aroused a great deal of adverse criticism in the shipping 
world. Technical papers have made many comments on 
the ignorance of writers in the lay press on this subject, 
but we may wonder if mere ignorance is a's bad as deliberate 
misrepresentation. It is generally admitted that any of the 
Standard Oil companies are eminently practical and suc- 
cessful. So when the Standard Oil Company of California 
issues a bulletin favoring wooden ships, as it has recently, 
it is fair to assume the type is a commercial success. 
The Standard Oil is not interested in impractical things. 
The Standard Oil Company of California has devoted 
considerable attention to the wooden ship, built rapidly 
and weighing from 3,500 to 4,000 tons dead weight. Out 
on the Pacific they call them motor ships. ‘The demand 
for the motor ship,” says the oil company in a recent 
bulletin, “has quickened the old industry of wooden ship- 
building into new life, in which rejuvenation no country 
is more active than our own, and no section more pro- 
ductive than that bordering on the Columbia River in 
Oregon. And nowhere so well as in Portland and vicinity 
should this new industry flourish, for in Western Oregon 
and Washington and within a comparatively few miles 
of the city are standing over 400,000,000,000 feet of 
Douglas fir, much of it from three to five feet in diameter 
and 175 to 250 feet in height, yielding an almost inex- 
haustible supply of wood for shipbuilding, because of 
its light weight, strength, and durability, non-shrinking 
property and easy workability. Coming in such lengths, 
splicing is reduced to the minimum.” The first motor ship, 
the City of Portland, says the bulletin, was launched on 
April 8, 1916, after six months of actual construction 
time. She is a five-masted auxiliary schooner, 278 feet 
long, with a beam of 48 feet, and is equipped with twin 
four-cylinder Bolinder semi-Diesel engines, capable of 
doing ten knots. 
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Several thousand young men and women are needed for 
telegraph service, either in the Signal Corps of the Army, 
or to replace those in commercial work who are leaving 
their positions to join the colors. These young people 
must be trained. For this purpose the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company has placed its facilities at the disposal 
of the Government to train 2,500 operators, and the 
training will be conducted by its experts. It is estimated 
that there are more than 30,000 amateur wireless opera- 
tors in the United States. These young men now have 
an opportunity—perhaps the only opportunity of their 
lives—to contribute materially to their country’s welfare 
in an hour of need, by volunteering for this work. At 
the same time they will be mastering a trade in which 
stable employment can almost always be secured in any 
important city. Young women particularly are needed in 
commercial telegraphy. The Government needs tele- 
graph operators for its Signal Corps. It is almost im- 
possible to take them from the present railroad and com- 
mercial telegraph forces without seriously interfering 
with vital communications. It is necessary, there- 
fore, that as rapidly as possible many hundreds of young 
men and women be trained for this work. Amateur wire- 
less operators, women typists and all other young men 
and women possessing the fundamentals of grammar and 
high school education are urged to apply to the offices 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company to take up 
telegraph training. They will serve their country in a 
very practical and patriotic way. 
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It has been found necessary for the Bureau of Ord- 
nance of the Navy Department to move from its present 
office quarters, in the State, War and Navy Building in 
Washington, to the top floor, west wing, of the new In- 
terior Department Building, on Nineteenth and F streets, 
N.W. The removal was made this week. The necessity 
for a modern office building, capable of housing the sev- 
eral bureaus and offices of the Navy Department, is well 
illustrated by the conditions under which the Bureau of 
Ordnance has recently been operating. The rooms and 
floor space assigned to that bureau have remained prae- 
tically without increase or augmentation since 1887. At 
that time, the appropriations under its cognizance 
amounted to about six millions of dollars; at the present 
time the bureau is disbursing $300,000,000. The in- 
creasing activities of the State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments are taxing the present State, War and Navy Build- 
ing to its capacity, and relief is being sought, to the detri- 
ment of efficiency, through a process of absolutely nec- 
essary separation of the component bureaus of the Navy 
Department. An‘appeal has been made to Congress for 
the erection of a new office building for the Navy De- 
partment. Until the new building becones an accom- 
plished fact, or until the end of the war, the Secretary 
of the Interior has very kindly housed the Bureau of Ord- 
nance in the southwest wing of the Interior Building, on 
the sixth floor. 
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In an article on “Improving the Kit,” The Chronicle, 
a recently established New York monthly publication, 
says: “If the American troops are to be sent abroad, it 
will be a matter of pride that our equipments are up 
tv the European standard, for there is a good deal of 
parade before one actually reaches the first line of 
trenches. The perfection of the uniform is a point of 
discipline and especially as we are now leagued with the 
seasoned French and British troops it is necessary to 
urge an improved kit. For such guerrilla warfare as 
was expected on the “border,” the hap-hazard American 
khaki was permissible, although it was a constant point 
of embarrassment, distinguishing between the officers and 
the men. The cut of the British tunic has proven en- 
tirely comfortable and practical and although these 
smart and attractive garments have passed the test for 
training and ‘leave,’ they were shed in favor of the 
private’s uniform for actual fighting. This was because 
the ‘snipers’ of the enemy were very apt to ‘pick off’ offi- 
cers. Perhaps the British tunic with its opening to 
show collar and shirt and its finish of the Sam Browne 
belt will be adopted with alterations by the American 
officers and it is reported that the American khaki will 
have more gray than brown in its coloring. For winter 
fighting, in France and Flanders gray is a good color 
owing to the clay soil against which the uniform is thus 
invisible. While uniform reform hangs in the balance 
it is well to bear in mind that the smartness and comfort 
of the equipment are of paramount importance, because 
of its influence over the men, the public at large and the 
brothers-in-arms of other nations. There is no reason 
why the American officer of 1917 should not be as ‘well 
turned out’ as any other in the Great Alliance against 
Germany.”

The Outlook publishes an able argument for a national 
system of military training in the schools, by Lieut. Gen. 
Sir Sam Hughes, K.C.M.G., M.P., formerly Minister of 
Militia in the Canadian Federal Cabinet. The correct 
age to begin training boys in simple military movements 
is, in the opinion of General Hughes, between ten and 
sixteen years of age, because between these periods of 
time the boy has surplus energy which can be utilized in 
the open in learning those things about which he has 
read, and which will employ his attention when other- 
wise his time might be wasted in something which would 
be of no use whatever. The best places for implanting 
the lessons are in the public and high schools where boys 
in sufficient numbers can be got together for company 
drills and limited field movements. Our members of Con- 
gress who are so averse to providing military training 
for our youth, because of the association in their minds of 
military training with the thirst for war, should note 
this statement of General Hughes: “I have repeatedly 
said, and I state it here again, that if war was forever 
wiped off the face of tke earth I would still advocate 
physical and military training for the youth of the land, 
because it makes children better physically, morally, and 
spiritually, and guarantees in perpetuity the sanity of 
the nation; it develops high ideals, love of home life, 
love of country, and a higher regard for the real in- 
herent meaning of the word ‘liberty.’ I have never heard 
a single cogent argument against military training in the 
schools, and I believe this branch of our national work 
should be immediately enlarged in scope so that a more 
uniform basis of activity along this line could be carried 
out. It would do more to develop national consciousness 
than any other thing I can think of at the present time.”

The Rockefeller Foundation announced, on May 4, ap- 
propriations of $875,000 for purposes in connection with 
the war. Of this, $475,000 will be spent in America for 
medical research and humanitarian aid as the beginning 
of the Foundation’s work in the war with Germany. The 
remaining $400,000 will go to continue relief activities 
now being carried on abroad. To aid the work of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association in the training camps 
to be established for the Army and Navy, $200,000 of the 
appropriation has been set aside. This work will be 
similar to that carried on by the International Committee 
of the Y.M.C.A. in American camps on the Mexican 
border last year. The Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research gets $200,000 for the Carrel Hospital to be 
established during the next few months in connection 
with it. This model hospital of 100 beds, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Alexis Carrel, is to be used to teach the new 
methods of surgical treatment for infected wounds, 
worked out by Dr. Carrel and Dr. Dakin in France. 
American military surgeons and doctors will thus have 
the benefit of the three years’ experience in war surgery 
abroad. The Rockefeller Institute receives an additional 
$60,000 for instructing military and other surgeons in 
new methods of diagnosis, for the preparation of serums 
similar to those it has sent abroad, for use in army 
camps, and for the purpose of finding improved means of 
treating peritonitis and shock. To provide buildings for 
a Naval Psychiatric Hospital, to be erected on the 
grounds of the U.S. Marine Hospital in New York. the 
Foundation has appropriated $15,000. The buildings 
are to be erected by the National Committee for Mental 
Hygiene and operated by the U.S. Public Health Service. 





The Secretary of the Navy announced on May 7 that 
the two interned ‘German commerce raiders, Kronprinz 
Wilhelm and Prinz Eitel Friedrich will be re-named the 
saron von Steuben and Baron de Kalb, respectively, in 
memory of the Teuton generals who aided in the de- 
velopment of Washington’s Army in the Revolution. The 
vessels will be put into “United States’ service,” the an- 
nouncement said, “as soon as repairs are completed.” 
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Major George F. Chandler, 10th Inf., N.Y.N.G., who 
resides at Kingston, N.Y., was nominated by Governor 
Whitman, of New York, on April 30, to be superintend- 
ent of the new state police. He is a physician by pro- 
fession and served as adjutant of the First Brigade on 
the Mexican border. He originally joined the National 
Guard as an assistant surgeon of the 14th Separate 
Company, N.Y., in November 1906. His first line com- 
mission was as captain 10th Infantry in 1908, and he 
became major in 1912. He was one of the only two 
Guard officers in the country chosen in 1915 to attend 
the Army Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth, being 
graduated in the field officers’ course. In addition to his 
recent service on the Mexican border, he was detailed with 
the 1ith U.S. Inf., at San Antonio in 1911. Major 
Chandler will have a free hand under the law in the 
selection of the 238 troopers who will make up the force 
and will be stationed at four headquarters in various 
rural section of the state. A half million dollars is avail- 
able for the equipment of the police and their first year’s 
waintenance. It is considered likely that the men will 





be supplied with motor equipment and horses. Prefer- 
enee undoubtedly will be given in appointments to the 
force to former Army men, if such men can be obtained. 
Under the law the troopers’ principal duty will be the 
patrol of the rural section. They can be called into indus- 
trial centers only for the suppression of disorder at the 
request of the local authorities indorsed by the Governor. 
The organization is based on that of the Pennsylvania 
constabulary. Major Chandler was confirmed by the 
Senate on May 2. 


— 
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The Council of National Defense, under the guidance 
of the General Medical Board, proposes to create guarded 
military zones about all military commands as the most 
effective measure to prevent disease and to control the 


sale and consumption of liquor. The council reached 
this decision after a study of conditions among the great 
European armies to-day. “Zones about the military com- 
mands will be created,” the council’s announcement says, 
“and conditions in these zones will be guarded by military 
measures so as to prevent the spread of disease. The 
two military arms of the Government officially recognize 
that continence is compatable with health. The council 
also recommends as a further solution of the problem 
that all military commands be provided with good 
facilities for the recreation of the troops and urges that 
all suitable athletics be encouraged. The use of alcoholic 
beverages on the part of soldiers and sailors in military 
commands has long been under military control. But 
the creation now of these military zones will in effect 
extend such control over the troops when they are off 
duty out of the commands.” Dr. Franklin H. Martin, 
member of the advisory commission of the council, said: 
“A clean, wholesome, temperate life among these troops 
will in the end make for our civil advancement, com- 
pared to which the cost of the war is nothing.” 








The Secretary of the Treasury on May 2 announced 
fermally that the initial $2,000,000,000 bond issue of the 
“Liberty Loan,” authorized in the recent act of Congress 
kad been thrown open to the public. The bonds bear 
2 1-2 per cent. interest from July 1, 1917, payable semi- 
annually. If an issue bearing a higher rate is authorized 
subsequently, the Liberty Loan bonds may be converted 
pro rata into such issues. “The greatest immediate ser- 
vice the American people can render in this war for uni- 
versal liberty,” said Mr. McAdoo, “is to furnish the 
means for its vigorous prosecution. ‘This bond issue is 
the first step. I earnestly bespeak the co-operation of every 
citizen throughout the land in this great service of patriot- 
ism.” Subscriptions began arriving in great number 
within a few hours after the announcement, many com- 
ing by telegraph from member banks of the Federal Re- 
serve. Mr. McAdoo declared his belief that the issue 
will be oversubscribed. The second loan to our Allies 
was made on May 3, when Mr. McAdoo turned over to 
the Italian Ambassador a treasury warrant for $100,000- 


000. It is due on June 15, next, but is subject to con- 
version. ‘The funds for this advance comprised part of 


the proceeds of the certificates sold a few days ago by 
the Treasury, as did also the loan of $200,000,000 made 
to Great Britain.

Youth has always been regarded as a time of impetu- 
osity, of rash enterprises, of the age among man’s seven 
when he most liked to look upon “the bright face of 
danger.” Our youthful contemporary The New Republic 


does not seem to be east in this mold, however, which is 
revealed in its attitude toward the “conscientious ob- 
jector.” It seems to think that there is a quality we 
must allow for and tolerate, if not admire, in this type 
of man and also of the numerous class that does not like 
to. think of killing its fellow men. We suppose that in 
the fulness of time when the selective draft is in opera- 
tion, and some of these very young and apparently blood- 
less men spend a few months receiving military instruc- 
tion they will learn that “killing. men” in the repulsive 
viewpoint they hold is the last thing military men think 
of. What they stand in need of is to be taken away from 
study of their souls and of “cases” in the slums of the 
big cities and to get out into the fresh air and the sun- 
shine where the voice of the drill sergeant will make 
them forget socialism and those nebulous mysteries which 
may be grouped under the head of the higher criticism. 
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In the course of a statement made to newspaper re- 
porters in Washington on May 2, Admiral Chocheprat, 
who represents the French navy with France’s war 
mission, had this say of the U.S. Navy: “The United 
States is in possession of the most powerful fleet in 
the world next to the British, and this is bound to weigh 
heavily in hastening the day when final victory will be 
wrung from the foe. Your navy is wonderfully equipped, 
and I really felt amazed when I chanced to see recently 
some of its units, among them the battleship Pennsyl- 
vania and those trim-looking destroyers that came out 
to meet us at sea. There is no need to praise your naval 
personnel. Throughout my leng sea life it has often 
happened that I have come across American men-o’-war, 
and I am pleased to say that on every such occasion the 
high merit of the officers and the perfect training of 
their men have aroused my intense admiration. What I 
have seen since my arrival here serves only to empha- 
size my previous impressions. And so I am sure that 
the American Navy is ready to support in the most ad- 
vantageous fashion the cause of the Allies now shaping 
a course toward victory.”

In a letter to the chairman of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, April 20, the Secretary of the Navy asked

The War Department, it became known on May 83, has 
denied the request of the Yale University authorities that 
the Yale Battery be sent to Fort Sill for the purpose of 
training its members for commissions in the Army. The 
decision is made known in a letter from The Adjutant 
General, H. P. McCain, to Congressman John ‘Q. Tilson, 
of New Haven, in which it is stated that the proposal 
does not fit in with the plan which the War Department 
feels obliged to carry out. “If Yale unit were kept to- 
gether for the suggested purpose,” said the letter, “it 
would logically become a corps d’élite. The arm of the 
Service which must receive the greatest expansion is the 
Artillery. The Yale students who are old enough to be 
admitted to the training camps which begin May 15 can 
serve the country best by attending those camps and 
perfecting themselves so as to become officers of the 
greatly expanded Field Artillery. It would be a mistake 
to have all these men in one small unit when the country 
is badly in need of officers for forty-eight regiments of 
Field Artillery.”

The Department of State is in receipt of a telegram 
from the Chargé d’Affaires at Tokyo, stating that, on 
April 28, the Japanese battleship Azuma sailed from 
Yokohama. bearing the remains of Mr. Guthrie, the late 
American Ambassador to Japan. Previous to the de- 
parture of the Azuma a short service was held at the 
naval hospital attended by the staffs of the embassy and 
consulate general, the Japanese naval staff and other high 
officials of the Japanese government. The Japanese gov- 
ernment ordered the battleship Suwo from Yokohama to 
take part in: the ceremony of departure. Commander Ta- 
mura and Lieutenant Commander Nakashima, of the Im- 
perial navy, have been detailed to travel by the Azuma as 
a special escort. No detail was omitted to emphasize the 
esteem in which Mr. Guthrie was held in Japan, and the 
friendship of the Imperial Government for this country. 
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In spite of the German submarine menace fifty-one 
more vessels entered the port of New York in April 
than in March. The increased tonnage was 96,468, of 
which 32,470 was represented by seven more ships flying 
the American flag than during March. Departures in 
April were decreased by thirteen vessels, or 37,562 tons, 
as compared with March. Eighteen fewer American ships 
sailed. ‘These represented 49,651 tons. The total num- 
ber of vessels of all nationalities arriving last month was 
449, of which 121 were American. The total tonnage 
was 1,149,740; American 317,202. April clearances 
were 383 vessels of 1,043,466 tons. One hundred and 
seven vessels of 270,521 tons were of American registry. 
Great Britain led the nations with arrivals of 141 ships 
of 484,053 tons and departures of 140 ships of 493,680 
tons. 
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Thirty canned milk manufacturers, after a conference 
with the Paymaster General of the Navy, appointed a 
committee to make a survey of the production, to ar- 
range for the purchase of the Navy's present require- 
ments from the various manufacturers, to consider such 
changes in the specifications as would be beneficial alike 
to the Navy and the trade, and to recommend fair and 
just prices which the Navy should pay for evaporated 
milk. It is expected that this committee will also ar- 
range to handle the Army business in a similar manner. 
The milk industry was chosen as the first of the canned 
food trade to take up the problem of meeting the require- 
ments of the Government during the war. Other sections 
of the industry will be mobilized along similar lines. 


It is learned that Col. Curtis McD. Townsend, C.E., 
U.S.A., now president of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, with headquarters at St. Louis, Mo., soon will be 
relieved of that position and ordered to duty with troops. 
Hither Brig. Gen. William H. Bixby, U.S.A., retired, or 
Brig. Gen. William L. Marshall, U.S.A., retired, will be 
appointed to fill the vacancy as head of the commission. 
General Bixby formerly was Chief of Engineers of the 
Army and General Marshall, by reason of his long con- 
nection with the Engineers is accounted one of the best 
posted men on the needs (and vagaries) of the great 
American waterway. 
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In a report on the cost of materials for the new Army 
submitted by Brig. Gen. William M. Black, Chief of 
Nngineers, U.S.A., to Secretary Baker, General Black 
writes: “On account of the large amounts of materials 
required by all supply bureaus, prices are bound to rise 
excessively unless active steps are taken to control them. 
Price regulating must start with raw materials and be 
carried through each step in the process of manufacture. 
It is therefore suggested that a commission be formed 
of reserve officers, representing the several supply bu- 
reaus and acting under the Council of National Defense.”

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Lieut. Comdr. H. C. Dinger, U.S.N., suggests a plan of 
co-operative marine insurance by the governments allied 
against Germany to encourage the movement of vessels 


which are now held in port through fear of the submarine 
menace. He also suggests that shipping remaining in 
port beyond the time necessary for loading and repairs 
could be commandeered by the Government, compensa- 
tion being given to the owners for the full value of the 
ship and cargo. More loss of transportation results from 
keeping ships in harbor than from any possible sinkings 
that may take place. 








The Marine Corps is especially in need of technical 
men—men experienced in electrical, mechanical, civil and 
automobile engineering, and aviation, and is offering 
special inducements to men of this kind, according to an 
announcement made from Marine Corps headquarters. 
To insure a completely uniform and trained body all 
Marine Corps recruits must first undergo preliminary 
military and naval training, but upon its completion 
those so desiring are available for positions in which they 
are best fitted. 
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TO SEND ENGINEERS TO FRANCE. 
It was announced officially on May 7 that orders had 
been sent out for the raising, as rapidly as possible, of 
nine additional regiments of Engineers for duty in 
France. It is understood that, like the 1st Reserve En- 
gineers, now in process of organization in New York city, 
the greater part of the personnel will be Crawn from the 
employees of great construction companies, railroads, etc. 
The official announcement follows: “The War Depart- 
ment has sent out orders for the raising as rapidly as 
possible of nine additional regiments of Engineers which 
are destined to proceed to France at the earliest possible 
moment for work on the lines of communications. It 
is reqpested of the Press that no speculation or rumors 
regarding this force be carried by it other than those 
given out by the War Department. All details with re- 
gard to the force will be released by the Department as 
fast as compatible with the public. interests. 
“The recruiting points of these regiments will be New 
York city, St. Louis, Chicago, Boston, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit, Atlanta, San Francisco and Philadelphia. Two 
officers from the regular Corps of Engineers will be 
assigned to each regiment, but the names of these offi- 
cers will not be released at the present time.” 
Next day, on May 8, the War Department announced 
that the following officers would be in charge of the 
new regiments:

With the exception of Major Sewell, all of the above 
officers are from the Regular Corps of Engineers of the 
Regular Army. Major Sewell, like all the other com- 
manding officers is a graduate of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy. He resigned from the Army in 1908. In announc- 
ing their detail, the War Department followed the policy 
to which attention was called in a recent issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL; that is, that the command- 
ing officer of every new unit must be from the Regular 
establishment. So far as is practicable, the adjutant 
and other staff officers will come from the same source, 
and in the case of Infantry regiments at least one major. 

All of the nine commanders of the new Engineer regi- 
ments are officers of wide experience in military engi- 
neering work, river and harbor work, bridge work, water 
supply, etc. The following are a few brief facts concern- 
ing them: 

Col. Curtis McD. Townsend is a New Yorker, and was 
graduated from West Point No. 4 in his class in 1879. 
He was commissioned colonel Oct. 16, His last 
assignment was as Division Engineer of the Western 
Division with headquarters at St. Louis, Mo. He stands 
No. 2 on the list of lieutenant colonels. 

Col. William C. Langfitt stands No. 9 on the list of 
colonels of Engineers. He was born in Virginia and 
was graduated from West Point No. 2 in the class of 
1883. He was commissioned colonel Oct. 12, 1913. His 
last assignment was as Engineer of the Southern De- 
partment and he was engaged on railroad work there. 

Lieut. Col. Charles H. McKinstry is a Californian and 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1888, graduating 
No. 2 in his class. He was commissioned lieutenant colo- 
nel Feb. 27, 1912, and is No. 2 in that grade. He has 
been in charge of various river and harbor improvements 
in the 3d New York District and of the harbor of San 
Juan, Porto Rico. : 

Lieut. Col. Edgar Jadwin was born in Pennsylvania 
and was graduated from West Point in 1890, standing 
No. 1 in his class. He stands No. 8 in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonels and was commissioned in his present rank 
Oct. 12, 1913. His last duty was in charge of river and 
harbor work in the Pittsburgh District. 

Lieut. Col. Herbert Deakyne, who stands No. 10 in 
his grade, was commissioned lieutenant colonel Feb. 27, 
1914. He was born in Delaware and was graduated 
from West Point in 1900, standing No. 3 in his class. He 
was last on duty at the Army War College at Wash- 
ington. 

Lieut. Col. James B. Cavanaugh was commissioned in 
his present rank March 12, 1915, and stands No. 14 in 
his grade. He was born in Illinois and was graduated 
No. 1 in his class at West Point in 1892. His last duty 
was as Division Engineer of the Northern Pacific Di- 
vision with headquarters at Seattle, Wash. 

Lieut. Col. Harry Burgess was commissioned in his 
resent grade Noy. 27, 1916, and stands No. 23 among the 
ieutenant colonels.

“Tn France within sixty days,” attracted many possible 
recruits. Colonel McKinstry was quoted as saying that 
men who enlist will see service in France at an early 
date and that they will not be transferred to any other 
organization. He added: “I should like to make it clear 
that this regiment does not go to the front as working-

men. The men go armed and equipped as Engineers, and 
in all respects as a regular regiment of Engineers. The 
duties of this regiment will be for railroad work, which 
means construction, maintenance and operation of rail- 
roads in the theater of operations. All will be skilled 
men specially adapted to this line of duty.” 

Among Reserve officers announced as designated for 
service with the New York regiment are: Majors Will- 
iam Barclay Parsons and Arthur S. Dwight, and Capts. 
George H. Clifford, John P. Hogan, H. W. Hudson and 
John D. Irving, Lieuts. Joseph M. Marshall, jr., Edward 
IX. Carley, Clifton W. Wilder, Frederick W. Toerner and 
Charles M. Anderson. 

An offer of an engineering unit of 3,000 men was 
telegraphed to Washington by Thomas C. Desmond, a 
consulting engineer of New York city, who later in ex- 
plaining his offer said: “This unit I recruited at the in- 
stance of Colonel Roosevelt, intending that it was to be 
attached to his expeditionary force if it went to the 
front.” With the approval of Colonel Roosevelt, he 
added, the offer was made. It was announced later that 
the War Department could not accept the men as a unit 
but they might enlist in the Reserve regiment. 

The following list gives an idea of the character and 
number of some of the men wanted for the new Engineer 
regiments: Enginemen, dinkey skinners (locomotive), 48; 
firemen and walking bosses, 60; enginemen (stationary ), 
24; oilers, 18; machinists, 60; yardmasters, 12; track- 
men, 120; dock builders and bridge carpenters, 60;

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The conferees reported agreement on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill (H.R. 18), on May 4, and the Senate 
promptly agreed to the report on May 5. The House ac- 
cepted the report on May 8 and the bill now awaits the 
President’s signature. The measure appropriates about 
$270,000,000 for the fiscal year 1917-1918.

NEW LEGISLATION IN APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill, H.R. 18, contains the 
following provisions of new law: 


School of Fire.—Officers in grade of second lieutenant, Field 
Artillery, may be assigned, for one year, to batteries stationed 
at School of Fire for Field Artillery at Fort Sill, Okla., for 
courses of practical instruction in field artillery. : 

Aviation. Not more than $10,800,000 of foregoing appropri- 
ation [$11,800,000, Signal Service] shall be used for the equip- 
ment of buildings, supplies and expenses of the Aviation Sec- 
tion, and for paying officers and enlisted men of the Reserve 
Corps of the Aviation Section called into active service, develop- 
ment of a suitable type of aviation motor, and for investiga- 
tions to be made by and technical instruction of conmmissioned 
and. non-commissioned officers of said section. k 

Hereafter motor-propelled vehicles, airplanes, engines and 
parts thereof may be exchanged in part payment for new 
equipment. 

Hereafter the Signal Corps, in its operation of military tele- 
graph lines, cables, or radio stations, is authorized, in discre- 
tion of Secretary of War, to collect forwarding charges due 
connecting companies for transmission of Government messages. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to acquire, by purchase, 
donation, or by condemnation, such land sites throughout the 
United States as are immediately necessary for permanent 
establishment of aviation schools, aviation posts, and experi- 
mental aviation stations and proving grounds for the Army. 

In order to carry this legislation into effect the Secretary 
of War is authorized to use portion necessary of $18,281,666 
appropriated for Signal Service in Army Act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
provided that not more than $4,500,000 shall be made avail- 
able for this purpose. The funds thus authorized for purchase 
of land sites may also be used for improvement and prepara- 
tion of land and waters contiguous thereto; for construction, 
maintenance and repair of buildings and for equipment and 
supplies. The funds thus authorized to be available until ex- 
pended; not more than $600,000 of foregoing sum shall be 
used for purchase of land; no part of foregoing appropriation 
shall be expended for purchase of awiation fields if it is found 
practicable to lease suitable tracts for such purposes on more 
favorable terms. 

Hereafter nothing in Sec. 25, National Defense Act of June 
8, 1916, shall be held to prevent detail of an officer in Avia- 
tion Section of Signal Corps. . 

Mileage to officers in Aviation Section, Signal Corps, travel- 
ing on duty in connection with aviation service shall be paid 
from appropriation for work in connection with which travel 
is performed, 

Appointment and Promotion.—No part of this appropriation 
shal: be paid to any officer of the line of the Army who shall 
be appointed or promoted in violation of any of the terms nex 
hereinafter specified: That of whole number of officers 
Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Infantry, and 
of Engineers serving with enlisted force of Corps of Engineers 
necessary fo fill vacancies created or caused in said arms of 
service by reason of second increment, authorized in said arms 
by Act of June 3, 1916, not more than one-fourth shall be 
appointed or promoted until, exclusive of enlisted men belong- 
ing to said arms on June 30, 1916, at least one-fourth of 
second increment of enlisted men authorized for said arms by 
said Act shall have been enlisted; not more than one-half of 
said whole number of officers shalbh be appointed or promoted 
until at least one-half of said increment of enlisted men shall 
have been enlisted; and not more than three-fourths of said 
whole number of officers shall be appointed or promoted until 
at least three-fourths of said increment of enlisted men shall 
have been enlisted. And all officers promoted in accordance 
with terms of this proviso shall take rank, respectively, from 
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dates on which their promotions shall have become lawful 


under terms of this proviso. ; 

Second Lieutenancies—The firs@part of the second para- 
graph of Sec. 24 of the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 
down to first provise im said- paragraph is amended te read: 
‘*Vacancies in grade of seeond lieutenant created or caused 
by inerease due to this Act, in any fiscal year shall be filled 
by appointment in following order: (First) Of cadets gradu- 
ated from U.S. Military Academy during preceding fiscal year 
for whom vacancies did not. become available during fiscal 
year in which they graduated; (second) under provisions of 
existing law of enlisted men, including officers of Philippine 
Scouts, between the ages of 21 and 34 years, whose fitness 
for promotion shall have been determined by competitive ex- 
amination; and of members, including officers, of Organhiz 
Militia, National Guard, or Naval Militia, between ages of 21 
and 34 years who have had at least ninety days. actual Fed- 
eral military service under any call of President during cal- 
endar year 1916, and whose fitness for promotion shall have 
been determined by examination; (third) of members of Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps between ages of 21 and 27 years, of 
distinguished colleges as are now or may hereafter be entitled 
te preference by general orders of War Department; and 
(sixth) of candidates from civil life between ages of 21 and 
27 years; and the President is authorized to make rules and 
regulations to carry these provisions into effect.”’ 

Age for Second Lientenants.—Section 24 ef the Act of June 
3, 1916, is amended so as to add the following proviso: ‘‘That 
the President be authorized to waive the age limit in all 
eases where the candidate for second lieutenant, who being 
within maximum age limit at date of examination has passed 
or may pass. examination, and who has become or may become 
imeligible on account of age before date of appointment; and 
te appoint such candidate with rank from same date as other 
eandidates of like class whe have been or may be appointed 
as result of same examination: Provided, That such appoint- 
ment is made within one year from date of such examination.’ 

Appointment of Former Officers—Any former officer of 
Regular Army, Volunteer Army, Organized Militia, or National 
Guard under age of 64 years, and who has resigned or been 
honorably ——. from Service after a total commissioned 
service of not less fhan three years in either Regular Army, 
Volunteer Army, Organized Militia, or National Guard, may, 
upon such examination and within such age limits as may be 
prescribed by President, be appointed and commissioned, in 
discretion of President, in any appropriate arm, staff corps, 
department, or section of Officers’ Reserve Corps, with rank 
not more than one grade higher than any previously held by 
efficer in either of said forces, but in no case above that of 
lieutenant colonel. 

Pay of Officers, National Guard.—So much of this appropria- 
tion as may be trecessary shall be available to pay inspectors 
and assistant inspectors of small-arms practice of Organized 
Militia and National Guard who responded to call of the Presi- 
dent of June. 18, 1916, pay and allowances appropriate to 
their grade from dates they would have been entitled to pay 
had their services been authorized to dates on which they were 
mustered out or their services were otherwise terminated; and 
proper accounting officers of Treasury are directed to allow 
eredit for any sueh payments which have heretofore been made 
to such officers from appropriation from which made. 

Additional Pay of Marksmen.—Hereafter enlisted men now 
qualified or hereafter qualifying as marksmen shall receive $2 
per month; as sharpshooters, $3; expert riflemen, $5; second- 
elass gunners, $2; first-class gunners, $3; expert first-class gun- 
ners, Field Artillery, $5; gun pointers, gun commanders, ob- 
servers second-class, chief planters and chief loaders, $7; plot- 
ters, .observers first-class, casemate electricians and coxswains, 
$9 per month, all in addition to their pay, but no man shall 
receive at. same time additional pay for more than one of 
classifications named in this section. 


Composition of General Staff Corps.—The first paragraph of- 


Sec. 5 of National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, is amended 
te read: ‘‘Sec. 5. The General Staff Corps.—The General Staff 
Corps shall consist of 1 Chief of Staff, who shall be a general 
officer of the line and who shall take rank and precedence over 
all other officers of the Army; 2 assistants to Chief of Staff, 
who shall be general officers of the line, 1 of whom shall be 
president of Army War College; 10 colonels; 12 lieutenant 
eolonels; 32 majors; and 34 captains, to be detailed from 
corresponding grades in Army.as in -this section hereinafter 
provided. All officers detailed in General Staff Corps shall 
be detailed therein for period of 4 years, unless sooner re- 
lieved. While serving in General Staff Corps, officers may be 
temporarily assigned to duty with any branch of the Army. 
Upon being relieved from duty in General Staff Cerps, officers 
shall return.to braneh of Army in which they hold permanent 
commissions, and no officer shall be eligible to further detail 
in General Staff Corps until he shall havé served two years 


with branch of Army in which commissioned, except in time 
of actual or threatened hostilities. Sec. 27 of the Act of Feb. 
2, 1901, shall apply to each position vacated by officers below 
the grade of general officer detailed in the General Staff 


Corps.”’ 

General Staff Corps in Washington—That the following 
language of Sec. 5, Act of June 3, 1916, to wit: ‘‘Not more 
than one-half of all of the officers detailed in said corps shall 
at any time be stationed, or assigned to or employed upon 
any duty, in or near the District of Columbia,’’ be amended 
so as to authorize the President to suspend the operation of 
the same during the existing emergency. 

Immediate Increase of Ordnance Department.—Sec. 24 of 
the National Defense Act is so amended as to authorize the 
President to organize immediately the whole of inerease in 
Ordnance Department authorized by Sec. 12 of said Act, or 
such part thereof as he may deem necessary. 

Retired Officers to Active Duty.—<Assignments which have 
been, or may hereafter be made, of retired officers of Army 
to active duty as acting Q.M.’s shall be regarded as assign- 
ments to staff duties not involving service with troops within 
meaning of Act of April 23, 1904, 

Hereafter any retired officer of the Army who has been de- 
tailed to active duty, and who has since his retirement served 
en active detail, shall be entitled to imereases of longevity 
pay, to be computed as provided by existing statute for com- 
putation of longevity pay, for a time of his service before 
retirement and on active detail since his retirement. 

Commutation of Quarters, Heat and Light—Provision is 
made to include enlisted men of the Regular Army Reserve 
and retired enlisted men when ordered to active daty. | 

Mileage to Officers.—Also to include members of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps when ordered to active duty, contract 
surgeons, expert accountant, I.G. Depi., Army field clerks, 
and field clerks of Q.M. Corps, when authorized by law, pro- 
vided that amount appropriated for mileage to commissioned 
efficers, contract surgeons, and expert accountant, I.G. Dept., 
for fiscz] year ending June 30, 1917, shaJl be available for 
payment of mileage of Army field -clerks, and field clerks, 
Q.M.C., when authorized by law. 


Pension te Mother of Major Carroll.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury is to pay to Harriet C. Carroll, mother of the late 
Majer James Carroll, U.S.A. $600 per annum, 


Disbursements and Accountability—All the money herein- 
before appropriated. for pay of Army and miscellaneous, ex- 
cept appropriation for mileage to officers, * * shall be 
disbursed and accounted for by officers of Q.M.C. as pay of 
Army, and for that purpose shall constitute one fund. Here- 
after, under such regulations as may be prescribed by Secre- 
tary of War, officers of Q.M.C. accountable for public moneys 
may intrust such moneys to other officers for purpose of 
baving them make disbursements as their agents, and officers 
te whom the moneys are intrusted, as well as officers who 
intrust it to them, shall be held pecuniarily responsible there-

Corps; Incidental expenses, Q.M. Corps; Transportation of 
Army and its supplies; Water and sewer at military posts; 
and Clothing and camp and garrison equipage shall be dis- 
bursed and accounted for by officers and agents of Q.M. Corps 
as ‘‘Supplies, services, and transportation, Q.M.. Corps,’’ and 
for that purpose shall constitute:one fund. 


Chapel at the Presidio.—The sum of $18,000 may be used 
for construction, ineluding plumbing, heating and lighting, of 
a chapel at Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., to be open to the 
use of all denominations, subjeet to such regulations as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe. 


Barracks and Quarters.—No part of moneys so appropriated 
shall be paid for commutation of fuel er quarters to officers er 
enlisted men. : 


Quartermaster Corps Employees.—The number of and total 
sum paid for civilian employees in Q.M. Corps shall be limited 
to actual requirements of service, and no employee therein shall 
receive salary of more than $150 per nionth, except upon ap- 
proval of Secretary of War. 


Land at Fort Sam Houston.—The Secretary of War is au- 
thorized and directed to purchase parcels of land, not ex- 
eeeding 1,500 acres, adjoining the military reservation of Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, as may be needed for uses of said post, 
considering present and future needs, and such as may be 
suitable for encampments, maneuvers, and field instruction of 
mobile Army of U.S. or parts thereof; $330,000 is made im- 
mediately available, 


Land at the- Presidio.—The Secretary of War is authorized, 
in his discretion, to convey to the regents of the University 
of California the site of the Palace of Fine Arts in the Pre- 
sidio reservation. 


Construction and Repair of Hospitals Twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars may be used to build-a modern hospital at Fort 
Ward, Wash.; $100,000 to build a modern hospital at Scho- 
field Barracks; $90,000 to enlarge Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital; $90,000 to build a modern hospital at Fort McPherson, 
Ga.; and $60,000 to build an officers’ infirmary at Fort Bay- 
ard, N.M.: Provided, That no building or structure of a 
permanent nature, cost of which shall exceed $30,000, shall 
hereafter be ereeted for use as an Army hospital unless by 
special authority of Congress. 


Shooting Galleries and Ranges.—The $100,000 appropriated 
Aug. 29, 1916, for acquisition of a target range near Van- 
couver, and for construction thereon of target butts, build- 
ings, etc., is made available until June 30, 1918. 

Gettysburg Land.—The Secretary of War is authorized and 
directed to aequire, by purchase, for the Gettysburg National 
Military Park the land composing the right of way of the 
Gettysburg Railway Company. 

Vocational Training of Enlisted Men.—Appropriation is 
made to carry out the provisions of Sec. 27 of the Defense 
Aet authorizing, in addition to the military training of sol- 
diers while in active service, means for securing an oppor- 
tunity to study and receive instruction upon educational lines 
of such character as to imerease their military efficiency and 
enable them to return to civil life better equipped for indus- 
trial, commercial, and general business oceupations, part of 
this instruction to consist of vocational education either in 
agriculture or the mechanic arts: Provided, however, That 
the Secretary of War may, in his discretion, in order to carry 
out the last provision, select one regiment of Infantry, Cav- 
alry, or Field Artillery to be stationed at a regimental post 
within the continental limits of U.S. on or before July 1, 
1917, and may transfer from such regiment to other organiza- 
tions any enlisted man-or men who de not desire educational 
or vocational training and instruction such as is contemplated 
by concluding paragraph of Sec. 27 of National Defense Act, 
and may transfer thereto from other organizations a number 
of enlisted men to be selected under such rules and regula- 
tions as he may prescribe who do desire such instruction and 
training or may receive recruits thereto sufficient to bring the 
enlisted strength of the regiment up to that authorized by 
law. During such part of the year beginning July 1, 1917, 
and thereafter as enlisted men of regiment so selected shall 
not be engaged on field service or in field training they shall 
be under training or instruction nine hours of each day, or 
as near that number of hours as possible, Sundays and holi- 
days excepted, at least. three hours of each day to be devoted 
to military training and six hours of each day, or as nearly 
that as possible, to educational and vocational training and 
instruction as is contemplated by concluding paragraph of Sec. 
27, National Defense Act. The educational and vocational 
training to be had under civilian instructors employed for 
that purpose under stch rules and regulations as Secretary of 
War shall prescribe: And provided further, That said civilian 
instructors, as well as discipline of said post, shall be under 
jurisdiction of the military authorities, under rules and regu- 
lations as Secretary of War may prescribe. 

Military Surveys and Maps.—The Secretary of War is au- 
thorized to secure the assistance, wherever practicable, of the 
U.S. Geological Survey, Coast and Geodetic Survey, or other 
mapping agencies of Government in this work, and to allot 
funds therefor to them from this appropriation. 

Rifie Practice.—The Secretary of War may authorize detail 
of enlisted men of Army as temporary instructors in rifle 
practice to organized rifie clubs requesting such instruction. 

Armored Motor Cars.—The funds appropriated by the Act 
approved Aug. 29, 1916, for procurement of armored motor 
ears, are hereby made available to and ineluding June 30, 
1918. 

Ordnance Department.—<All material purchased under ap- 
propriations. for Ordnance Department in this Act shall be of 
American manufacture, except in’ cases when, in judgment of 
Secretary of War, it 1s to manifest interest of U.S. to make 
purchases in limited quantities abroad, which material shall 
be admitted free of duty. : 

Mileage to officers of Ordnance Department traveling on 
duty in connection with that department shall be paid from 
appropriation for work in connection with which travel is 
performed. 

Ordnance Stores.—If during fiscal year 1918, in opinion of 
President an emergency exists affecting general welfare of the 
United States, he may waive limitations contained in paragraphs 
relating respectively to Ordnance stores, ammunition, manu- 
facture of arms, ordnance stores and supplies, and ammunition 
for field artillery for National Guard. 

Civilian Employees, Ordnance Department.—Hereafter any 
civilian employee of Ordnance Department who is a citizen of 
U.S. and employed at any station outside continental limits may, 
after at least two years’ continuous, faithful service abroad, 
and subject to interests of public service, be granted acerued 
leave, with pay» 

Pay of Ordnance Employees.—The following provision con- 
tained in Act of April 23, 1904, ‘‘Hereafter all employees of 
Ordnance Department. whose compensation is annual shall be 
paid monthiy,’’ is repealed. 

Animals for National Guard.—The Secretary of War is au- 
thorized to transfer to organizations of National Guard entitled 
thereto under this act such num! ef horses and pack mules 
purchased by Q.M. Corps of Army under Act: of July 1, 1916, 
not required for proper equipment of organizations of Regular 
Army, that.can be issued to National Guard organizations 
under > ea prestribed by Secretary of War as set forth 
herein, all expenses incident to such transfer to be met from 
appropriations made for and on behalf of National Guard; 
pack mules so transferred may be issued not to exeeed six to 
any one machine-gun troep er company, er four te any one 
ambulance company. :

Grade in Officers’ Reserve Corps.—The second proviso of 
Sec. 37 of the Aet of June 3, 1916, is amended as follows: 
Provided, That any person who on June 38, 1916,"was carried 
as qualified and registered in grade of colonel or lieutenant 
colonel pursuant to provisions of Act of Jan. 24, 1903, or any 
person holding a commission as colonel or lieutenant colonel

thorized by law.’’ - 


Sale of Transports.—That on the sale or other disposal, in 
accordance with law and regulations, of U.S. Army transports 
Meade and Crook, Secretary of Commerce is authorized, on 
request of Secretary of War, to issue to either or both of 
said vessels a register as a vessel of U.S. 


National Guard Service, Army Enlisted.—Enlisted men who 
were discharged from Army to accept commissions in National 
Guard, or in any volunteer force that may be authorized in 
future, at call of President, June 18, 1916, be restored to their 
original status upon re-enlisting in Regular Army: Provided, 
That they re-enlist within three months from date of muster out 
of U.S. Service, and that in computing service for retirement 
and continuous service pay, service as an officer in National 
Guard, or in.any volunteer force that may be authorized in 
future, while in service of United States, be counted. 

Hereafter any enlisted man of the Army who shall be dis+ 
charged to enable him to accept a commission in Officers’ Re 
serve Corps, or in any National Guard or militia organization, 
or in any volunteer force that may be authorized in future, and 
who shall enlist in Army within three months after termination 
of his connection as an officer with that corps, or with any 
organization of National Guard or militia, or a volunteer force, 
or during continuation of his connection therewith, as an offi- 
cer, shall, in computing continuous service pay now author- 
ized by law, be entitled to credit for period of time actually 
served by him prior to said discharge, and in computing ser- 
vice for retirement and continuous service pay, service as 
an officer of National Guard, while in service of ©.S., service 
in any volunteer force, and service in Officers’ Reserve Corps 
in active service shall be counted. 


Expenditures on Buildings.—Hereafter no expenditure ex- 
ceeding $5,000 shall be made upon any building or military 
post or grounds about the same without the approval of the 
Secretary of War, upon detailed estimates submitted to him. 


Civilian Employees.—During fiscal year 1918 all civilian em- 
ployees in Military Establishment, including on lump-sums rolls 
only those persons who are carried thereon at close of fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, shall receive increased compensa- 
tion at rate of ten per centum per annum on salaries of less 
than $1,200, and inereased compensation at rate of five per 
centum per annum on salaries $1,200 to $1,800 per annum, 


War-time Printing.—That Sec. 87 of the printing and bind: 
ing Act, approved Jan, 12, 1895, is amended as follows: ‘‘That 
in time of actual hostilities the Secretary of War may procure 
from eommercial or other printing establishments, by contract 
or open market purchase, such printing and binding as- may 
be required for use of Army and also for National Guard or 
other military forces while in military service of U.S. or about 
to be called into said service, payment for such printing and 
binding to be made from available appropriations.’’ ; 

Hay and Bedding.—The Navasota Transfer Company is re- 
lieved from further performance of its several contracts with 
the Government for supply of hay and bedding at various 
posts and places in Southern Department: during fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1917, in view of changed conditions resulting 
from the call into Federal service of Organized Militia and 
National Guard.

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CONDITION OF SEIZED GERMAN SHIPS. 


The U.S. Shipping Board’s survey of ships interned 
in the ports of the United States has disclosed that the 
three great steamships of the Hamburg-American Line, 
the President Lincoln, the President Grant and the Penn- 
sylvania, are the most extensively damaged of the Ger- 
man vessels. The repairs on each of these ships will ap- 
proximate $250,000. This estimate was made on May 5 
by John A. Donald, the member of the board under 
whose direct supervision the survey board appointed on 
April 7 is operating. While small in comparison with 
the ships mentioned above, the nine vessels interned in 
Hawaiian ports are more seriously damaged. The 
cylinders of the three large vessels have been smashed 
beyond repair, according to Mr. Donald, necessitating 
the installation of new castings, piston valves and stop 
valves. The furnaces of the boilers of the ships in the 
Hawaiian ports have been burned out by firing the shells 
of the boilers when they were without water, thus de- 
stroying the fiber of the iron. Nevertheless, as a result 
of the provisions already made for repairing the German 
ships, Mr..Donald said that the most seriously damaged 
ship will be ready for commission within days. In 
addition to the Portonia and the Clara Mennig, whieh 
have been commissioned, repair work has been completed 

m the Maia, a vessel with 2,555 gross tonnage, and within 
en days the Armenia of 5,464 gross tons, the Arcadia, 
5,454 tons, and the Nassovia, 3,902 tons, will be pre- 
pared for commission. : ‘ 

In discussing the repair program, Mr. Donald said: 
“To provide for the ships in New York harbor we have 
distributed the repair work to all the yards in that 
vicinity. This was done to assure expedition. Three of 
the vessels in that harbor are being repaired at the New 
York Navy Yard, notwithstanding the fact that the yard 
had much Navy work. We propose to tear out the pas- 
senger accommodations and provisions to make room for 
cargo. If they are to be utilized to assist the Allies, they 
must be made to carry as much dead weight tonnage as 
possible. There are two ships being repaired at the 
Cramp yards at Philadelphia. We have six at Boston, of 
which number five will be repaired; three in private 
yards and possibly two in the navy yard. Im addition 
there are four at Baltimore; two at Norfolk; two at Wil- 
mington, N.C.; one at Savannah; one at Charleston; one 
at Jacksonville; four at Pensacola, and three at New 
Orleans. All the ships down the coast from Wilmington 
will be repaired at the navy yards at Charleston and New 
Orleans. The Austrian ships have all been surveyed, and 
have all been found to be damaged in similar manner to 
the German ships. We have not undertaken the repair 
of the Austrian ships because this country is not for- 
mally at war with Austria. 

“To rush the ships in Hawaii into the service the 
Shipping Board has purchased a.steamship with towing 

ear which will bring an 8,000-ton vessel to San Fran- 
os. It has arranged with other steamship companies 
pe tow the other vessels either to San Francisco or 
eattle. Of the twenty-three ships in the Philippines, at 
least two will leave this month for ports of the United 
States. Next month, after repairs, four more will fol- 
low, to be followed, in turn, by from ten to fifteen 
steamers. The Panama Canal Zone will furnish four 
ships, and the Survey Board at New York is arranging 
to repair four that are at Porto Rico. The Shipping 
Board has had charge of preparing for sea the vessels on 
the coast here, but all of the Government departments 
have co-ordinated and co-operated to secure prompt 
action. The Bureau of Insular Affairs, the Panama 
Canal Commission and the War and Navy Departments 
have materially assisted.” 

Two of the largest seized German steamships interned 
at Hoboken were towed away to drydocks on May 7. The 
larger was the Hamburg-American President Lincoln, 
taken to Erie Basin, Brooklyn. She is of 18,168 gross ton- 
nage, with a cargo capacity of 25,000 tons. She is 600 
feet long, of 68 feet beam, and was built in 1907 for the 
Hamburg-American’s express service. The other was the 
North German Lloyd Friedrich der Grosse, which went 
to the New York Navy Yard. She is of 10,695 tonnage, 
with a cargo capacity of 12,000 tons, 523 feet long, and 
of eo beam. She was built in Stettin, Germany, 
in :

I am writing this in the hope of arousing the interest 
of your paper, of the Army in general and of the line in 
particular in a small class, who, for nearly twenty years, 
have been giving more for the compensation received than 
any class in the Army, I except none. I refer to the 
old contract surgeon. Under another status he is still 
with us to the number of about thirty. Everybody in, or 
connected with the Army, is better provided for than he. 
In fact, I don’t see that he is provided for at all; his 

is barely sufficient for existence and if he ceases to 
ort the family that he leaves is left unprovided 
for. The old contract surgeon has had the hardest, most 
disagreeable and most dangerous work to perform, and he 
has done it well and uncomplainingly. He has hoped, and 
had a right to hope, that something would eventually 
done for him—that hope has kept him going. He is 
too weak and few to exert influence in his own behalf or 
to make himself heard. As a simple matter of justice and 
in the best interests of the Service something should be 
one for him. The line having shared many dangers and 
hardships with him should show some interest in his 
future. The interest is there, but we have failed as yet 
to give it expression; we. have failed to testify to his 





worth and service, else he would be “somewhere” to-day. 

This appears to be an opportune time for such testimony 
80 let’s clear our consciences. If you’re inclined to help 
the old contract” speak out.

THE MEDICAL RESERVE CORPS. 
To THE EpitoR oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 


Being thousands of miles away from Washington, I 
may be pardoned for ignoring what is being done for 
the Medical Reserve Corps, active list. 

It appears evident that we are personae non gratae, 
and that the Medical Corps will not absorb us in its 
ranks although there are hundreds of vacancies to be 
filled in that branch of the Service. Commissions: of 
captain and major in the Officers’ Reserve Corps will 
all go to civilians in time of peace. If we serve at all, 
it will be with the rank of first lieutenant. Retirement 
is denied us and promotion as well. Recent legislation 
appears to have benefited everybody but us. Pay clerks 
are entitled to retirement, veterinarians may attain the 
rank of major, chaplains likewise, and dental surgeons 
not only may become majors, but they «<lso receive the 
benefit of longevity pay based on their contract service, 
all of which is denied former contract surgeons now on 
the active list of the Medical Reserve Corps. Can any- 
body perceive the reason for this discrimination which 
is so manifestly unfair? 

Now that Scout officers can be retired, we remain the 
only officers in the Army who are deprived of what we 
consider to be a’ right. Many of us came into the Army 
in 1898, when our services were urgently needed, and 
some have been on duty more or less continuously ever 
since, with fifty or sixty per cent. of total service in the 
tropics. We have made military service our life’s work 
the same as our more fortunate brothers of the Medical 
Corps, and have performed identical duties without the 
enjoyment of the same privileges. According to law, 
we may be discharged at any time when our services are 
no longer required. This elause should apply to all offi- 
cers or to none. I do not believe that any of us are 
seeking promotion for the vanity of the thing: it re- 
solves itself into a question of dollars and cents. We 
have given the best years of our-life to the Service, and 
now that some of us are nearing fifty years of age, or 
have already passed beyond, we look with terror upon 
the possibility of being relegated to civil life, unprovided 
with the energy and fire of youth, to compete with younger 
men in the struggle for existenge. Our long service in 
the Army has in many instances prevented us from be- 
ing in touch with our civilian confréres, and civil prac- 
tice has become a stranger to us. Moreover, most of us 
are probably married and “have the responsibility of 
raising a family—a very difficult problem in an Army 
post—, and in our declining years, instead of perceiving 
in the distance an honorable retirement, we can only be- 
hold with anxiety and fear the abyss open before us, 
summary discharge. Our distress is unfortunately more 
real than fancied, and yet those who can help us appear 
to be blind to our hopes and aspirations. 

I do not know what my confréres expect, as I have 
not discussed the situation with them, having always 
placed my faith in the spirit of fairness of legislators 
and of my superiors in the Medical Department. I may, 
however, suggest that relief can be given us either by 
absorbing us in the Medical Corps—the most sensible 
thing to do,—with rank based on our total service, or 
with that of first lieutenant. This would at least give 
us a right to retirement. Or, by granting us commissions 
of captain or major in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, in 
time of peace, which would allow us increased pay. Or, 
finally, if the Medical Department want to rid itself of 
us—which fear is the case—retirement at once, accord- 
ing to a plan similar to that which applies to Scout 
officers, counting double time for foreign service. 

As it is, we are holding on with the hope that some- 
thing will be done for us. One point which I scarcely 
need refer to, is that in the stationary position we now 
hold, we are forever ranked by men many years our 
juniors in age as well as in the Service and the medical 
profession, and for gray beards to be constantly looked 
upon as junior officers and be compelled to do junior 
officers’ work, is not only humiliating but discouraging. 

Cannot something be done at once for the relief of 
those who like myself are well-nigh 





DISCOURAGED. 
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OFFICERS OF N.G. WITH EFFICIENCY RECORDS 
To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


There appears to be a very grave injustice being done 
to the National Guard officers of the country by the pres- 
ent rulings on the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Until Special 
Regulations 43 were issued all N.G. officers were barred 
from examination for, or commission in, the O.R.C. 
Within three weeks of the issuance of these regulations 
and before most N.G. officers were aware that they were 
eligible for the O.R.C. examination, these examinations 
were discontinued. 

Under the Draft bill, at the instant of the draft all 


N.G. officers’ commissions are void. It is to be assumed 
that the vast majority of such officers will be immedi- 
ately given temporary appointments for the period of the 
war as provided by the bill, but such an appointment will 
lapse at the expiration of the emergency and the former 
N.G. officers will then revert to an absolutely civilian 
status. And during the emergency, sinee they will then 
hold temporary commissions from the President, they will 
not then be eligible for examination for the O.R.C. 

There are a great number of subaltern officers and cap- 
tains in the N.G., who, by years of training and experi- 
ence, are fitted for higher command, but who have been 
prevented from receiving promotion by lack of vacancies 
in the troops of their state. It seems manifestly unfair 
to hold such officers under temporary commissions in their 
present grades while many sergeants, corporals and even 
privates of the N.G. have already been discharged to ac- 
cept commissions in the O.R.C., some, to my knowledge, 
receiving commissions as high as captain. Many civilians 
whose military experience is less than that of many 
senior lieutenants in the N.G. are receiving commissions 
as high as major. : 

The War ——— has efficiency records for all 
N.G. officers. ose with the mobile troops have re- 
cently been rated on their work on the border, and the 
Coast Artillery officers are also rated on examinations 
under G.O. 2, War Dept., 1916, now superseded by Cir. 
14, M.B., 1917. Many officers have been recommissioned 
since the passage of the Act of June 3, 1917, and have 
been examined under Section 75 of that act. 

It would seem that the only fair thing to do would be 
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to commission in the O.R.C., immediately after the draft, 
all N.G. officers whose efficiency records are satisfactory, 
and to permit those qualified and whose rank is less than 
that of major to take an examination for at least one 
grade higher than that they formerly held in the N.G. 

uch officers should not have their commissions taken 
away by the draft and get nothing in return but a tem- 
porary appomtment while their enlisted men and civilians 
are given O.R.C. commissions over their heads. 

It would also be a big-help to the National Guard and 
to the country to announce that at the expiration of the 
period of the first officers’ training camps all members of 
the N.G. who were recommended by their commandin 
officers as qualified would be examined for the O.R.C. 
This would stimulate enlistment in the N.G. by the best 
class of men. Men who failed to get in one of the first 
officers’ training camps, because of the limitation on the 
numbers to attend, could then enlist in the National 
Guard and get three months of valuable training instead 
of wasting that time waiting for the second camps to 
: gin. This would also prevent the wholesale requests 
for furlough to attend the camp that are now being turned 
in, since it has been announced that members of the N.G. 
may be furloughed for that purpose. And these requests 
are largely from the best non-coms., who can least be 
spared from the N.G. for the next three months. 


A SUBALTERN IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


TYPE OF HORSE FOR THE CAVALRY. '! 
Mounted Service School, Fort Riley, Kas. 
To THE Eprtor oF tHE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 


There recently appeared in your columns, the reprint 
cf a circular letter which was sent to the higher officers 
of the Cavalry arm, asking them to give their opinion of 
the most suitable type of Cavalry horse—size and breed- 
ing being especially to be considered. A personal reply 
has just reached me from an old friend—a colonel of In- 
fantry—who is also a lover of a good horse, which is so 
witty, as well as so pregnant with philosophical meaning, 
that without the writer’s permission, I cannot refrain 
from sharing its contents with the officers of the Service. 
I refer to Col. John C. F. Tillson, 22d Inf., well known 
as not only a fine regimental cOmmander, but as one of 
the best read officers of the Service and a ready and elo- 
quent after-dinner speaker. Colonel Tillson says: 

“If you _can pardon this unmilitary intrusion of an 
ancient order of Infantryman, I would offer the sugges- 
tion that the Government continue its efforts to breed 
horses fit for the soldier. The officers of our Army will 
never be able to agree as to the horse most fit because 
our officers represent several of the ‘Seven Ages of Man.’ 
Perhaps we could do no better, if the horse should be 
adapted to the age and temperament of the rider, than 
to accept Shakespeare’s definition of— 

“*The soldier, swearing strange oaths and bearded like 
the pard, seeking the bubble, reputation, even at the can- 
non’s mouth.’ 

“For Shakespeare’s trooper there is no horse com- 
parable with the thoroughbred. As one passes the age 
of the soldier and enters the age of ‘the judge,’ or ap- 
proaches the age of— 

“*The slippered pantaloon, sans eyes, sans teeth, sans 
everything,’ 
admiration for the thoroughbred is apt to pass gradually 
to the fat, the slow, the old, and finally to no horse at all, 

“In obedience to nature’s cruel and immutable laws, 
horse and rider together grow long in the tooth, blemished 
in hoof, bowed in tendon, fat of belly, defective in hock, 
less given to galloping, more sober and conservative, until 
both deserve and should find a pension in green and 
peaceful pastures. 

“In my limited observation of the animal kingdom, my 
belief is firmly established that the thoroughbred of every 
genius, is the most useful as well as the most admirable. 





I did not have the experience of the excursion into © 


Mexico, but I did see the cold-blooded horses furnished 
the National Guard on the Arizona border. I feel sure 
that they could not ‘live off the country.’ They found it 
difficult to live in the country on full forage. They were 
not adapted to the temperament of Shakespeare's soldier, 
who, I take it, is the same— 

““Cavalryman who engages in raising hell generally 
with the enemy.’ ” 

There is a great deal of homely philosophy in Colonel 
Tillson’s observations.

KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS ON MEXICAN BORDER, 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


No record of the 1916-1917 campaign of watchful wait- 
ing at the Mexican border will be complete without promi- 
nent and honorable mention of the work accomplished 
for National Guardsmen and Regulars by the Knights of 
Columbus. This work was recently terminated by the 
disposal of the chain of buildings erected by the order 
for the materiat and spiritual welfare of the troops sum- 
moned to border service. The majority of the buildings 
have been donated to needy Catholic parishes on the 
Texas line, and others have been turned over to Regular 
Army chaplains for the use of the men under their care. 

When the Guardsmen were first ordered to border duty

Hundreds 
of members of the order, and thousands of Catholics, 
were among the regiments of the various states, and as 
other organizations supplied the needs of non-Catholic 
soldiers, so the Knights of Columbus provided for the 
Catholics. but their work extended so that it embraced 
all comers in khaki, members and non-members, Catholics 
and non-Catholics, Guardsmen and Regulars. W. J. 
Moriarty, one of the order’s special supreme agents, was 





“put in charge of the work, and in a very short time 


capacious wooden structures were erected at the various 
encampments—Eagle Pass, El Paso, Llano Grande, Mis- 
sion, McAllen, San Benito, Laredo, San Antonio (two), 
and Camps Pershing, Stewart and Cotton—while a brick 
building was constructed at Nogales, Ariz., and capacious 
balls were hired at Brownsville, Deming and Douglas, 
These buildings were equipped with reading and writing 
tables, musical instruments, ice water in summer and 


, heating apparatus in winter, and well-stocked with sta- 
tionery, etc. They were placed in the hands of capable 


members of the order who saw to it that the Supreme 
Council, through its agents, learned the wants of each 
station, which were — as quickly as they were made 
known. In addition, the councils of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus situated at Deming, N.M., Brownsville, Texas, 
and other places along the line of encampments, kept 
“open housé” for the Guardsmen and Regulars.

the spiritual welfare of the Guardsmen and contributed 
vitally to their material comfort. Every reader of news 
concerning the berder activities has seen pictures of the 
field masses celebrated at the K. of C. stations. The op- 
portunities for these and other religious services provided 
by the order’s buildings were highly appreciated by the 
Catholic chaplains, who, without them, would have been 
unable to appropriately minister to the troops. It is, 
indeed, impossible to estimate the value of such a pro- 
vision for the spiritual consolation of men on active 
service. Then the contribution to the morale and cama- 
raderie of the Guardsmen was substantial and permanent 
in results. The K. of C. halls were always wide open to 
everybody, and not a night but seores of soldiers 
of all denominations thronged them to read books, write 
letters, play at games, hear musie and indulge in all those 
social entertainments that go to relieve the monotony of 
@ passive military campaign. The appeals issued through 
the official journal of the order—The Columbiad—re- 
in voluminous contributions to the creature eom- 
forts of the men, and comfort funds were established by 
state councils of the order, led by that of Minnesota. 
Home-town newspapers by the hundreds and magazines 
galore were sent to the different buildings, and generous 
supplies of stationery and postage were always kept on 
hand. Furthermore, the buildings were bases for a 
variety of outdoor diversions that played their part in 
giving the men needful recreation. esides the excellent 
purpose they served as social headquarters for the men, 
the K. of C. halls were always at the service of the pay- 
masters and other officers who had occasion to use them. 
Non-Catholie chaplains have added their praise to that 
of their Catholic compeers for the results achieved by the 
JXnights of Columbus work. They are unanimous in stat- 
ing that the moral discipline of the men was efficiently 
stimulated and maintnined by this provision of oppor- 
tunities for religious practice and example. As to the 
. material aspect, one has only to question officers and men 
of returned regiments to be convinced of their warm 3 
reciation of the successful efforts made in their behalf. 
he work was an unexcelled medium for making the 
men better acquainted and preserving their spirits. Ex- 
pense was made subservient to results, and the hard 
effort and high cost of creating and maintaining the or- 
ganization cf border stations was cheerfully undertaken 
by the order, which gladly accepted the gratitude of its 
beneficiaries and the satisfaction of patriotic duty con- 
scientiously performed as its reward. The donation of 
some of these K. of C. buildings to Regular Army chap- 
lains for the use of the men under their care and of the 
ethers to needy Texas missions is a fitting conclusion to 
a well planned and finely executed undertaking which 
ean be truthfully declared to have constituted a national 
service.

THE DEMAND FOR REGULAR OFFICERS. 
To THE EprTror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


While no doubt that the General Staff of the Army 
bas carefully considered the question of utilizing officers 
now on foreign service to aid in instructing the coming 
conscript army, it is with some misgivings that I note 
that officers are still being sent t. foreign parts as though 
no great war was hanging over us. 

The demand for the services of trained Regular officers 
has never been so great as it is right now, for later on, 
the country will have developed from the training camps 
many well-instructed reservists for company duty. But 
when that has been brought about, there will then be 
felt the great need of trained colonels and generals, and 
these must come from our present Regular field officers 
who must then be replaced as field officers by our present 
regular company officers. 

_No time should therefore be lost in relieving from for- 
eign service in Alaska, Hawaii, and the Philippines, all 
Regular officers except the minimum administrative staff. 
and for each Regular regiment two field officers, and one 
company officer for each organization. Their places 
should at once be taken by Reserve Officers, appointed 
from those who qualify locally, who in a short time 
would be qualified to carry on the routine work of the 
Regular organizations under the supervision of the skele- 
ton instruction cadre remaining. 

It is very probable that the Central Powers will carry 
the war into the Pacific possessions, and such a policy as 
is outlined above would release, for most important duty 
at home, hundreds of competent Regular officers, without 
seriously impairing the efficiency of the units in our 
island possessions. We are more fortunate than was 
Great Britain, in not having to send our Regulars abroad 
in the first army; but if we are to give the final Big 
Push to the war abroad,—as the British and French mis- 
sions appear to think, we must have the services of a 
maximum number of our trained Regular officers, to 
properly handle the mass of raw material which is soon 
to be set before us for training. 
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CREDIT FOR CONSTRUCTIVE SERVICE.

Dear Sir: In your issue of March 3, 1917, you publish 
a draft of the Staff Universal Service bill. Par. 3 of 
Sec. 29 of this bill reads: “In computing the length of 
commissioned service for rank and promotion, credit 
shali be given as follows: * * * Qne day’s credit 
for each five days’ service in the permanent personnel of 
the U.S. Army as a cadet officer * * * or ina cadet 
eorps in a recognized school or college where a course 


in training and instruction is substantially equivalent *

Why does a cadet in a recognized school or college get 
constructive service for the time he spent at the school 
er college while a cadet at the Military Academy, who 
was not an officer in the corps, receives no such con- 
structive service for the time he spent at the Military 
Academy? Do the sponsors of this bill believe that the 
course of training at these recognized schools and colleges 
described in the bill is better than the training at the 
Military Academy? If so, why not abandon the Military 
Academy and save the government a great deal of money? 

As an example take three men; one goes to one of the 
schools which are recognized ete.; one of the others goes 
to West Point and is a cadet officer during his first class 
year but graduates near the foot of his class; and the 
ether alse cage to West Point, is not a cadet officer but 
is among the highest in his class who are assigned to 


the Infantry. No. 1 receives eight and eight-tenths 
months constructive service. No. 2 receives two and-two- 
tenths months, and No. 3 receives none. Why not aban- 
don this constructive service idea altogether? It is the 
more logical course to pursue and will not create the 
dissatisfaction which the new idea wil create if it be- 


comes a law. :

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RESERVE OFFICERS TO FILL VACANCIES.

These men as well as 
the ten thousand or more who will make up the commis- 
sioned personnel of the volunteer or conscripted army will 
~~ thoroughly trained and tested on the battle field of

At the conclusion of the war probably one-third of 
these Reserve officers will be. willing and anxious to. re- 
main in the Army if offered a permanent commission. 
The Regular Army could then choose those having the 
best record, or those most highly recommended by Regular 
officers in whose command they have served. This would 
result in a much better lot of officers, I believe, than we 
are getting as a result of the easy examinations that are 
now being conducted.

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ASSIGNMENT OF U.S.M.A. GRADUATES. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


In your issue of April 7 under the heading “Early 
Graduation at West Point,” you state: “The First Class 

* * * as is the custom will be given the privilege 
of ‘electing’ the arm of the Service in which they wish 
to enter. This privilege is contingent, of course, on the 
pro-rata allotment to each arm on the scholastic stand- 
ing of the new officer, cand is supervised to a certain 
degree by the Academic Board.” 

In what way the assignment of graduates is “super- 
vised to a certain extent by the Academic Board,” I am 
unable to sec. In June the Academic Board makes out 
a list of the class in order of standing, but the War 
Department apparently makes the assignments without 
reference to the Board. In 1913 they recommended cer- 
tain graduates for the Ordnance Department, as had been 
their custom. No graduate has been assigned to the 
Ordnance Department for half a_century. In the 1915 
list Gillette, Hodgson, Davison, D. A., Larkin, Kelton, 
Lester, Young and Atkins were recommended for all 
branches of the Service except the Engineers, but all 
were assigned to the Engineers. : 

The recommendations of the Academic Board would 
seem to be gratuitous and it is believed that they have, 
in the past, given a false idea of the relative importance 
of the different arms in the minds of inexpcrienced cadets. 


INFANTRY GRADUATE. 
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WARRANT RANK FOR BANDMASTERS. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


There is no question about the efficiency of the band- 
masters who come from the Bandmaster School on Gov- 
ernors Island, and it is recognized by those who have 
come in contact with these men. But I am of the opin- 
ion that the men who come from this school ought to be 
given more authority. They are competent men, both 
from the military and the musical viewpoint, and I be- 
lieve they could do even better work than they now do 
if they were given a rank as warrant officer and assigned 
to bands from the War Department instead of being ap- 
pointed by commanding officers of regiments. It should 
be understood that the men who make the Bandmaster 
School are necessarily the very best musicians in the 
Army because they are selected by a severe competitive 
examination. Only five men are selected each year out 
of about one hundred men who take the examination. 
Then, after making the school, they get two years’ in- 
tensive training under such a drill master as Mr. Arthur 
A. Clappe, a graduate of the British Bandmaster School 
and a musician of international reputation as well as 
every inch a soldier. 3 

So, when these men finish their course they ought to 
have some recognition for the work they have accom- 
plished, and that recognition should come, I think (and 
many other bandsmen with whom I have talked voice the 
same opinion) in the form of making them warrant offi- 
cers and giving them full charge of the band, both from 
the standpoint of military discipline and from that of 
music, I've been some twenty years at the work and 
that’s the way I feel about these new bandmasters, and 
— a few of them, too, since the school was estab- 
lished.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports May 4-10.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The simultaneous offensives of the British and French 
continue, on both flanks of the Lens-Laon front, to which 
the German forces withdrew in March. The general 
ground of the British attack is still the front between 
Lens and Bullecourt, where the defense is maintaining 
a line running about eighteen miles from north to south. 
The German forces on this front are on the increase, ac- 
cording to the British reports which mention the ap- 
pearance of fresh divisions of the enemy. According to 
a dispatch from Petrograd, German divisions are being 
withdrawn from the Russian front, where the Russian 
troops, despite numerous attempts at diversions, under- 
taken in the past few days, are apparently in no condi- 
tion to keep their opponents engaged. As a result of the 
increased German strength east of Arras, the British 
progress has been slowed down, and at one point, the 
village of Fresnoy, has met with a distinct check. 

Fresnoy lies about five miles southeast. of Lens and 
the same distance north of the Scarpe river. It is situ- 
ated a mile to the east of Arleux, which the British cap- 
tured on April 28. The British advance through Arleux 
to Fresnoy was apparently designed to break the Ger- 
man line south of Lens and force the evacuation of that 
place, already seriously menaced. The British attack 
of May 3, reported in the preceding issue, resulted in the 
occupation of Fresnoy village, with the conforming front 
north and south of it. At the southern end of the Brit- 
ish offensive front, the attacking forces made some prog- 
ress toward Bullecourt, where the German front, taking 
an eastward turn, leaves the exposed salient, which a 
strong defense has held for several weeks against re- 
peated assaults. The German forces east of Fresnoy 
began their efforts to recapture the village without delay. 
A London statement mentions counter-attacks sustained 
on the evening of May 3, both at Fresnoy and near Bulle- 
court. Berlin’s statement of May 4 lays emphasis on 
the extremely heavy fighting of the preceding day, estimat- 
ing that the British put into action sixteen or seventeen 
divisions on a front of eighteen miles, and announcing the 
capture of 1,000 British prisoners. As a result of the 
combat of the 3d, however, Berlin admitted the loss of 
Fresnoy and the impairment of the line near Bullecourt, 
by which developments the German front east of Arras 
was seriously threatened on both flanks. The German 
efforts to re-establish the line. were particularly directed 
against Fresnoy, where the action was violent, though, 
according to some accounts, very confused, during May 
4 and 5. : 

On the 5th the British, while standing off these 
counter-attacks, effected a minor advance further north, 
close to Lens, on the south bank of the Souchez river. 
In the southern part of the field, they succeeded in press- 
ing back the Germans east of Bullecourt during the night 
and on the 6th. In the meantime the Germans east of 
Fresnoy had; according to the British account, received 
the reinforcement of two divisicns. On the morning of 
March 8, a storming party of Bavarian and Frankish 
regiments, reports Berlin, assaulted Fresnoy and took 
the village with some 300 of the British defenders. At- 
tacks on the part of the British were repulsed on the 
Sth and 9th. The check to the British was only local. 
Berlin reported a new series of British attacks farther 
south, at Roeux and against the whole Bullecourt salient, 
from Fontaines to Riencourt, in which the British were 
admitted to have gained a footing at the southeastern 
edge of Bullecourt itself. The British statement of May 
9 asserted that a German attempt to dislodge the Brit- 
ish north of Fresnoy had been broken up, as well as a 
German attack two miles to the south, near Gavrelle. 
The British counter-attacks of May 9 regained some 
ground west of Fresnoy, but Berlin, May 10, reported 
the village still in German hands. London, May 10, 
mentioned new progress toward Lens, in another local 
attack south of the Souchez river. ; 

Only secondary actions took place farther on the Brit- 
ish right, beyond the main battle front. The British to 
the east of Péronne made some farther advance toward 
Le Catelet. On the 4th London reported that they had 
attained and occupied the Malakoff farm, northeast of 
Hargicourt, and about two miles west of the high road 
leading from Le Catelet to St. Quentin on the night of 
the 4th the British raided a position northwest of St. 
Quentin, near Le Verguier village, and occupied a grove 
east of the latter place, which the Germans were unable 
to recapture on the following day. As aeresult the Brit- 
ish front north of St. Quentin was improved, At numer- 
ous points north of Lens the British during the week 
carried out trench raids, calculated rather to keep the 
opposing forces engaged than to effect changes of position. 

The French operations of the week have been directed 
mainly to completing the occupation of the ridge, paral- 
leling the north bank of the Aisne river, between Sois- 
sons and Laon, and known as the Chemin des Dames. 
By gains at the two extremities of this ridge, they have 
nearly completed their task. Craonne, at the eastern end 
of the ridge, has been taken, and the German front fur- 
ther west has been forced back to the vicinity of Fort 
Malmaison, where a new stand is being made. The 
French made the greater part of their gains by a series 
of attacks delivered on May 4 and 5. On the 4th, ac- 
cording to Paris, they delivered assaults on both sides of 
the river Aisne, one to the north, with Craonne for its 
objective, and the other on the south against the western- 
most of the fortified heights which hem in the city of 
Rheims. In the latter operation they claim to have cap- 
tured the German front line on a front of about two and 
one-half miles, with some prisoners. Brimont, the 
presumable French objective in this field, was, however, 
not attained and German reports treat the attack as 
having been a failure. Its purpose was conceivably to 
involve German troops that might otherwise have been 
sent to help hold Craonne. At Craonne, on the same day, 
the French attacking troops, by a bold advance over 
difficult ground, under a plunging artillery fire, reached 
and climbed the Craonne heights. The small number of 
prisoners taken, * 150, would suggest that the place 
was inadequately defended at the moment, and that nec- 
essary reserve troops had perhaps been hurried away 
elsewhere. Craonne, as the only considerable center be- 
tween Laon and the. Aisne, as well as because of its de- 
fensive value, is a place of some strategic significance. 
The Germans, after an interval of some days commenced 
a series of attacks against the Craonne positions, indi- 
cating their apparent earnest desire to regain it, even 
at serious cost. 

On the following Saturday, May ’, the French de- 
livered their chief attack on the western portion of the 
Chemin des Dames ridge. Here, one party advanced from 
the west on a front of four miles, southeast of Vauxaillon, 
and from the south, near Sancy and Nanteuil-la-Fosse, 
converging upon a salient in the German line and oc- 
cupying the German positions. Farther east an advance 


was effected on the front including Braye and Cerny. 
Besides seizing heights dominating the Ailette valley, to 
the north, the French took a large number of prisoners. 
The total number taken on the 5th were given as 4,300; 
those on the 4th as 1,000. The French reported that 
they sustained the usual severe counter-attacks at many 
points. The French later count put the number of pris- 
oners taken on the 4th and 5th at 6,200. Berlin, May 7, 
reported the capture of 726 French prisoners on the 
front between Soissons and Rheims. The Germans re- 
tained, according to their accounts, important wooded 
heights immediately west of Craonne, from which French 
attacks on the 7th failed to dislodge them. On May 9 
heavy local fighting carried the French forward at_sev- 
eral points where the Germans still held positions of the 
Chemin des Dames heights, notably near Chevreux and 
on the Vauclerc plateau, the scene of the recent stubborn 
resistance in the defense of Craonne from the west. 

Fighting to the east of Rheims, where the French re- 
cently attacked the heights south of Moronvillers, con- 
tinued on a reduced scale. The French statement of the 
4th reported progress in the wood west of Mt. Cornilett. 
Berlin, on the 5th, reported a successful counter-attack, 
however, with capture of over 100 prisoners. The French 
attacked again on the 5th, this time east of the Cornillet 
height ; and report the capture of a fortified point. Ber- 
lin, on the 6th, claimed to have taken 672 prisoners in 
that portion of the line, in the preceding few days, and 
nothing indicated material French progress. 

Elsewhere on the French front occurred numerous raids 
and minor attacks, notably in the Verdun region and in 
Lorraine. No important change resulted. 


THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 

The Russian forces have renewed activity at several 
points on their western front and in Roumania. The 
Teutons have likewise delivered small attacks, so that 
considerable action has taken place, though not of a kind 
marked by any distinct direction or purpose. On the 
other hand, come reports of efforts of the army leaders to 
stop the troops’ habit of fraternizing with men of the 
other side; a weakness that apparently has been de- 
veloped with the relaxation of discipline incident to the 
downfall of the autocratic government. The situation is 
therefore peculiarly confused, and this holds true of the 
course taken by the army heads as well as of matters at 
the front. An order of the day of General Korniloff, 
commander of the Petrograd district, as quoted in a news 
dispatch, gives warning of an impending German descent 
upon the neighboring coast, and states that the trans- 
poate are at Libau, ready to set out as soon as the. ice 

as departed ; he accerdingly summons the reserve elements 
of the district into active service. This course accords 
with the previous apprehensions of Petrograd, but the 
policy of renewed attacks and artillery hammering in 
other directions, using up spare munitions, suggests that 
another idea governs at least part of the commanding 
generals. The attacks ser in the past week have 
the characteristics of holding-attacks, such as might be 
designed to prevent the withdrawal of German troops 
from the Russian front to reinforce the Crown Princes, 
Rupprecht and Friedrich Wilhelm, in France. The Rus- 
sians, on May 4, attacked and broke into a German posi- 
tion at Violashkani, twenty miles northwest of Foksani, 
in Roumania. On the 5th they bombarded a position at 
Fokarsk, east of Kovel on the Volhynian line and. at 
points between there and Stanislau. On the 6th Petro- 
grad reported a series of Teuton attacks on the Beresina 
river and in the region of Vladimir Volynski, as well as 
near Ocna on the Roumanian front. one of these at- 
tacks seems to have met with distinct success. On May 
9 Petrograd reported the Russians in Roumania as once 
more on the offensive. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 

Artillery and airplane actions somewhat increased on 
the Italian front, where the Italian forces continue to 
draw all the advantage possible from the preponderance 
of cannon which they have posted at great labor in the 
difficult mountain positions. Rome conceded the loss, on 
May 6, of an advanced post captured by the Austrians 
southeast of Gorizia. On the 8th Rome reported the re- 
pulse of a minor Austrian attack in the Val d’Arsa 
(Trentino). 

Numerous small attacks by the varioys contingents of 
Sarrail’s mixed Entente force in Macedonia kept the 
Teuton-Bulgar front occupied at many points during the 
week, Berlin on the 4th reported a revival of artillery 
activity from Lake Presba to the Cerna. This led up to a 
vigorous attack on May 5. In this attack Greek-Veni- 
zelist troops took part with-the French for the first time 
in any important action. The French and Greeks, operat- 
ing together, succeeded, according to Paris, in taking 
advanced positions from the Bulgars on a front of some- 
what over three miles near Ljumnica, and the Venizelists 
repulsed a counter-attack on the following day. Berlin, 
on May 9, reported a severe repulse to the attacking 
Allies to Gradeshnica (east of the Cerna bend) on the 
Vardar and east of Lake Doiran, to which, however, En- 
tente reports of even date fail to allude. . 

Neither side has reported any action of importance in 
Palestine, Mesopotamia or the Caucasus. The prolon- 
gation of General Maude’s offensive beyond the rail head 
at Samara offers new problems, sufficient to account for 
inactivity. Constantinople reports the repulse (possibly 
a considerable time previous) of a Russian cavalry col- 
umn on the upper Diala river, near the scene of the Russo- 
British junction of last month. 
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NAVAL WAR NOTES 


A British mine sweeper was torpedoed and sunk on 
May 5, with the loss of two officers and twenty men, 
the Admiralty announces. 


The loss of the British transport Arcadian, with troops, 
is officially reported. She was torpedoed by an enemy sub- 
marine in the Eastern Mediterranean on April 15, and 
sank in five minutes. Nineteen officers, 214 of the ranks, 
10 of naval ratings, 34 of the crew, and 2 civilians are 
missing, and. it is presumed were drowned. The Area- 
dian was a vessel of 8,939 tons and was owned by the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, of Liverpool. She 
was 500 feet long and was built at Barrow in 1899. She 


was withdrawn from the passenger service early in the 
war and taken over by the British Admiralty. 


A eable from the American Consul at London, Eng- 
land, received at the State x ig at Washington on 
May 5, announced that the U.S. Navy gun crew aboard 
the American steamer Rockingham, torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine, had all been saved. Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels announced the names of the gun crew as 
follows: Marion Willis Wood, chief gunner’s mate, in 
charge of the gun crew, Livingston, Va.; Archibald A. 
Irwin, first-class gunner’s mate, East Orange, N.J.; 
Hilliard Dougherty, second-class boatswain’s mate, Carey- 
ville, Ky.; Jacob L. McCullough, coxswain, Bristol, 
Tenn. ; Joseph Aspinwall, seaman, Hurley, Wis.; Charles 
Wesley Foster, seaman, Akron, Ohio; Benjamin Sacks, 





seaman, Washington, D.C.; Bertram E. Gibson, seaman, 
Fresno, Ohio; George C. Greed, coxswain, St. Louis, Mo. ; 
James T. Gillingham, seaman, Gillingham, Wis.; John 
B. Choquette, seaman, Holyoke, Mass.; Anthony Dittrich, 
seaman, Bayonne, N.J., and Alexander H. Bialabloeki, 
Seaman, Buffalo, N.Y. Another dispatch to Secretary 
Lansing said one torpedo struck the engine room, killing 
2d Asst. Engr. Harry Margey and Oiler William Wood, 
and injuring Oiler John Smith. There were forty-nine 
persons on board. Thirty-three survivors were taken into 
two life-boats. The ship was sunk without warning, and 
no effort was made to safeguard the crew. 

The loss uf a British torpedo boat destroyer on May 2, 
by striking a mine in the English channel, is announced 
by the Admiralty. The announcement also states that 
the destroyer was of an older type, and that one officer 
and sixty-one men are missing and are presumed to have 
been drowned. 

Members of the crew of the steamer Manitowoc, owned 
by the American Transatlantic Company, of New York 
city, have made statements at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
that German submarine operating in the Atlantic Ocean 
have received supplies from three ships owned by the 
company. These ships are now at St. Thomas, Virgin 
Islands. Richard G. Wagner, president of the steam- 
ship company, denied the story absolutely. Newspaper 
despatches of May 8, however, said that “the Govern- 
ment was investigating activities of the steamer Mani- 
towoe and other vessels of the American Transatlantic 
Company.” yey 

Twenty-four British merchant vessels of more than 
1,600 tons each were sunk in the last week, it was an- 
nounced officially in London on May 9. Twenty-two 
vessels of less than 1,600 tons, and sixteen fishing ves- 
sels also were sunk. The statement continues: “Ves- 
sels of all nationalities—arrivals, 2,374; sailings, 2,499. 
British merchantmen unsuccessfully attacked, including 
Six previously not reported, thirty-four.” A falling off 
in the loss of British shipping is shown in this report. 
Last week’s statement gave the number of lost ships 
of ‘more than 1,600 tons as thirty-eight, under 1,600 
tons as thirteen, and fishing vessels as eight. 

The U.S.S. Sacramento, on patrol duty on the North 
Atlantic coast Teseued the crew of the British tank 
steamer Sebastian, Captain Falconer, which took fire 
off Nantucket Shoals Lightship May 8, and sank on 
May 10. ‘Tre Sacramen‘o took off the crew in life- 
boats, and all were saved except Naval Gunner Thomas 
Jones, of Plymouth, England, who was lost. It is.sup- 
posed the Sebastian carried a gun crew for protection 
against U-boats. Capt. B. C. Bryan, U.S.N., Command- 
ant of the 2d Naval District, announced that the ship 


went to the bottom at a point southwest of the Nan-- 


tueket Shoals Lightship. ‘The Sebastian, bound from 
New York for Cardiff, was a vessel of 1,846 net tonnage. 
Because of the censorship the cause of the fire which 
was in the boat was not revealed. 


The Supreme Court of the United States on May 7, 
1917, handed down a decision that the North German 
Lioyd line was not liable for damages amounting to 
$2,240,000 asked for by the Guaranty Trust Company 
and the National City Bank, because the steamship 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie, of that line, failed to deliver 
gold bullion worth $11,000,000, consigned to England 
and France just at the start of the European war. 
Word that war had been declared reached the com- 
mander of the Kronprinzessin Cecilie, when the vessel 
was in mid-ocean. He put his vessel about and re- 
turned to American territorial waters, dropping anchor 
off Bar Harbor, Maine. The decision was delivered by 
Justice Holmes. Justices Pitney and Clark rendered 
dissenting opinions. When the Kronprinzessin Cecile 
action was begun it was dismissed in the Federal courts 
in Maine. It was held that the commander’s action was 
justifiable. The Federal Circuit Court, however, re- 
served the decision, sustaining the banks’ claims. 

A telegram to the Department of State from Naples, 
May 8, says that navigators are warned against ap- 
proaching waterlogged boats and floating mines as the 
may be decoys for submerged mine fields. Watsiaenes 
boats should be destroyed by gun fire, not rammed, as 
mines have been discovered in such. ;

The news, disbelieved at first, that an association of 
German deserters in Holland had been formed, is con- 
firmed by the Gazette de Hollande, says the Civil and 
Military Gazette, of Lahore, India. It is called “Die 
Freien Arbeiter,” and while the object of these free work- 
men is to obtain employment, they have an “After the 
War” program in the realization of which Germans who 
are not deserters will no doubt he ready to assist. They 
intend to struggle against German militarism, and they 
believe that the German people will be disposed to help 
them. The headquarters of the association are at Alk- 
maar. It is not proposed to make it an exclusively 
German concern. A hearty invitation has been extended 
to the deserters from other armies, but none have been 
found to join it.

A parade of 15,000 Filipinos of Manila, P. I., was 
held in that city on May 5 as a demonstration and 
pledge of their allegiance to the United States. Manuel 
L. Quezon, President of the Filipino Senate, acted as 
spokesman for the population and exchanged felicita- 
tions on Filipino-American solidarity with Gov. Gen. 
Francis Burton Harrison. The more pro-Filipino the 
Administration was the more pro-American were the 
Filipinos, said Senor Quezon in his address. Governor 
General Harrison pointed out that the United States was 
fighting in the cause of the smaller nations, and that 
only thus would it be able to obtain for the Filipinos 
the blessings of complete liberty and permanent inde- 
pendence.

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BASE HOSPITALS FOR FRANCE. 


The six base hospitals of the Army, organized for ser- 
vice in France by the American Red Cross, under the 
direction of Col. Jefferson R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
have been rapidly equipped and made ready for service. 
It will not be very long before the officers and men, it 
is- expected, will be rendering great aid to the wounded 
and sick at the battle front, and in hospitals. Each base 
hospital will consist of two medical officers of the Army, 
65 nurses and 153 enlisted men, taken from the Regular 
Army and the American Red Cross. These hospitals are 
numbered 2, 4, 5, 10, 12 and 21, and were organized, re- 
spectively, at Fort Jay, N.Y.; Cleveland, Ohio; Boston, 
Mass.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Chicago, Ill, and St. Louis, 
Mo., as we noted in our last issue, page 1153. 

Some medical officers from the Reserve Corps and from 
the Red Cross, will also be on duty with the base hos- 
pitals, and the latter, it is understood, will first undergo 
some instruction in London before going to France. The 
following are the commanding officers of each base hos- 
pital, and the officers who will serve as adjutants to each: 

Base Hospital No. 2, Major E. E. Persons and Capt. 
E. M. Welles, jr.; Base Hospital No. 4, Major H. L. Gil- 
christ and Capt. A. D. Tuttle; Base Hospital No. 10, 
Major M. A. DeLaney and Capt. N. L. McDiarmid; 
Base Hospital No. 5, Major R. U. Patterson and Capt. 
D. W. Harmon; Base Hospital No. 12, Major C. C. 
Collins and Capt. J. C. Magee; Base Hospital No. 21 
Major J. D. Fife and Capt. T. C. Austin. 

The first representatives of our Army Medical Corps 
to be ordered to Europe since the declaration of war, 
sailed from * * * under instructions to “report 
to.

The party 
included Capt. Stanhope Bayne-Jones and 1st Lieuts.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, U.S.A., retired, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Portland, Ore., died at that 
place May 8, 1917, as he was preparing to attend a ban- 
quet of the M.O.L.L.U.S., at which he was to have been 
toastmaster. General Anderson, who was born in Ohio, 
Jan. 21, 1836, was a nephew of Gen. Robert Anderson, 
U.S.A., of Fort Sumter fame, and he was a grandson of 
Brig. Gen. Duncan McArthur, second in command to 
General Harrison in the Army of the Northwest, during 
the War of 1812. General Anderson had a notable rec- 
ord of service as a gallant and efficient officer. He en- 
tered the Army April 20, 1861, as a private in Com- 
pany A, 6th Ohio Volunteers, and was appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 2d U.S. Cavalry, on May 7, 1861, 
and was promoted captain 12th Infantry seven days 
later. He was transferred to the 21st Infantry in Sep- 
tember, 1866, was promoted major in 1868, assigned to 
the 10th Infantry in June, 1869, was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel’ 9th Infantry in 1879, and colonel 14th 
Infantry in 1866. He was appointed a brigadier gen- 
eral of Volunteers in May, 1898, and major general of 
Volunteers in August, 1898. He was appointed a brig- 
adier general U.S. Army on March 31, 1899, and was 
retired for age Jan. 21, 1900. During the Civil War 
General Anderson was engaged in the battles of Cedar 
Mountain, Second Bull Run, Antietam, Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, Laurel Hill and Spottsylvania Court 
House, where he was severely wounded. He was in 
command of the 12th U.& Infantry in the Wilderness 
Campaign of 1864, unt& he was wounded. General 
Anderson received the brevet rank of major U.S. Army 
for gallant service in the Battle of the Wilderness, and 
the brevet of lieutenant e@lonel, for gallant services in 
the Battle of Spottsylvawla. During the Civil War he 
organized and mustered into service regiments from 








Confederate prisoners, known as “The Repentant Rebel 
Regiments,” and he mustered out sixteen thousand pa- 
roled prisoners at Camp Chase. After the Civil _War 
General Anderson served at various posts in Texas and 
in the West. He was with his regiment in the Klondike 
district during the gold-rush in 1897. In May, 1898, he 
went with his regiment to the Philippines. As brigadier 
general of Volunteers he was in command of a brigade 
which included the 1st Washington Volunteer Regi- 
ment in the first American expedition to the islands. 
He occupied Cavite June 30, 1898, commanded the land 
forces taking Manila Aug. 13, 1898, and was in com- 
mand of the 1st Division of the 8th-Army Corps in the 
battles of Santana, San Pedro, Passe and Guadalupe, 
Feb. 5 to March 17, 1899. On his return to the United 
States in 1899, he was ordered to command the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes until his retirement in Jan., 1900. 
He was later commandant of the National Soldiers’ 
Home in Erie County, Ohio. His daughter is the wife 
of Capt. W. T. Patten, U.S.A., retired, and his son, 
Thomas M. Anderson, jr., is a major of the 7th U.S. 
Infantry. 

Brig. Gen. Richard Lodor, U.S.A., retired, a well 
known officer of the Army of the old days, and a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1856, died in the naval 
hospital at Norfolk, Va., May 9, 1917. He wa: on a 
visit to relatives and friends in Norfolk, from New 
York, and was taken ill the latter part of April. firs. 
F. L. Copeland, his daughter, was with the general 
when he died. General Lodor was born in New York 
Oct. 29, 1832, and was appointed a cadet at West Point, 
in July, 1852. He was graduated and promoted in 
the Army to brevet second lieutenant of Artillery, July 
1, 1856, and the following October he was promoted 
second lieutenant, 4th Artillery. His first service was 
at Fort Ontario, N. Y., for a brief period, after which 
he was sent to Florida for active service against the 
Seminole Indians, 1856-57, and after that to Kansas 
to help quell disturbances. Other duty in his long rec- 
ord of services, included the following: | After being 
promoted to first lieutenant and to captain 4th Artil- 
lery in 1861, General Lodor served in the Mississippi 
campaign with the Army of the Ohio, and took part 
in the seige of Corinth, and in General Buell’s move- 
ment through North Alabama, and ‘Tennessee. He 
served as Chief of Artillery of General Crittenden’s 
Division, 1862-63, and took part in the battle of Stone 
River, and for his services there he received the brevet 
of major, for gallant and meritorious services. He 
served as lieutenant solonel, and Inspection (General of 
U. S. Volunteers, Jan. 20, to Nov. 1, 1863, taking part 
in the Tennessee campaign. He was engaged in the 
advance to Tullahoma, crossed the Cumberland Moun- 
tans, and took part in the battle of Chickamauga. He 
received the brevets of lieutenant colonel, and colonel, 
for gallant and meritorious services, during the rebel- 
lion. After the war he served at various posts on the 
Atlantic coast. General Lodor was promoted major ord 
Artillery in 1879, lieutenant colonel, 5th Artillery, in 
1888, was transferred to the 1st Artillery in 1890, and 
was promoted colonel, 2d Artillery, in 1892. He was 
retired for age in 1896, and was advanced to brigadier 
general on the retired list, for civil war service in 
1 The remains of General Lodor were buried with 
military honors at West Point, funeral services being 
previously held in the chapel. The general’s home was 
at 16 E. 48d street, New York city. 

Services were held May 5, at St. Anne’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Annapolis, Md., in memoriam of 
Lieut. Clarence Case Thomas, U.S.N., who lost his life 
from the torpedoing of the tank steamer Vacuum by a 
German submarine. Mr. and Mrs. John W. Martin, 
parents of theawidow of the lieutenant, are members of 
St. Anne’s Church. Lieutenant Thomas was closely 
identified with Annapolis, where he spent many years. 
Many friends of Mrs. Martin and of the deceased at- 
tended the services, which were conducted by the rector, 
Edward Darlington Johnson, of St. Anne’s, assisted by 
Chaplain Sydney K. Evans, U.S.N. On Sunday morn- 
ing, May 6, memorial services, in respect to Lieutenant 
Thomas, were also. held at the Naval Academy chapel. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Harman, 50 years old, widow of Join 
Alexander Harman, formerly 1st lieutenant 6th U.S. 
Cay., and major U.S.V., Spanish War, committed sui- 
cide in New York city May 6, 1917, by shooting herself 
in her apartment at 680 Madison avenue. She was 
found lying on the floor of the bathroom with a copy of 
Mrs. Eddy’s “Science and Health” in one hand and the 
revolver in the other. She had written several letters, 
including one to her son, Archer Harman, of Short 
Hills, N.J. Until last December Mrs. Harman lived 
with her son, and then she took the apartment at the 
Southern, where she lived alone. She had become ac- 
quainted with most of the other residents of the hotel, 
and they noted that she never had recovered from the 
death of her husband. She had nothing to worry about 
financially, as her husband, it is reported, had left her a 
good income. One of the notes asked that her body be 
cremated, and that it be taken to the cemetery by auto- 
mobile truck and buried in a plain pine box. After 
reading the letters and finding nothing that would indi- 
cate the reason for Mrs. Harman’s act, Coroner Fein- 
berg turned the body over to an undertaker. Her late 
husband, who died at Guayaquil, Ecuador, Feb. 8, 1907, 
was well known as an engineer, built the Guayaquil- 
Quito Railroad in Ecuador, a road noted for its diffi- 
cult construction in the high places of the Andes. His 
son is vice-president of the company.

Two enlisted men who had never piloted an airplane 
before and who were said to have begun a flight with- 
out permission at the U. S. Army Aviation School 
at Mineola, N. Y., were killed May 7, after a fall of one 
thousand feet.

The machine containing 
Merrit and Stileno began coming down in swoops and 
had reached the thousand foot level by the time the 
other planes had landed. Officers foresaw a _ tragedy 
and summoned an ambulance even before the machine 
collapsed and fell. The skulls of both occupants were 
fractured and the machine, worth $12,000, was destroyed.

A circular letter from the Militia Bureau to all states 
Adjutants General on May 5 notified them that “under 
provisions of the act of June 3, 1916, Federal recogni- 
tion will be extended to National Guard units in the 
¥arious states,” as set forth in an accompanying ta- 
ble. This table provides for organizations to the extent 
ef 800 men, including Naval Militia, per Senator and 
Representative in Congress. The table should not be 
understood as expressing a maximum war limit, as the 


number specified is the minimum peace limit, which 
was to have been reached by 1921. This recognition 
of new units will be extended to these units with a view 
toward bringing the members thereof into Federal serv- 
jce when they have been sufficiently equipped to war- 
rant such service. “It must be clearly understood that 
the states are not called upon by the War Department 
to organize these new units,” the circular adds. In 
many states the organizations of additional units to 
the limit specified will mean the increase by several 
hundred per cent. of the National Guard of these states 
When and if completed this plan will give the National 
Guard sixteen complete Infantry divisions.

Field Fortifications; Security of Field Artillery; Map 
Making; Reconnaissance Reports; Military Courtesy 
and Customs of the Service; Disassembling and Assem- 
bling Mountain Howitzer and Heavy Guns; Modern 
Warfare.

DEVICES TO FIGHT THE SUBMARINE. 


While the sensational announcement that W. L. Saun- 
ders, chairman of the Naval Consulting Board, had 
learned of a certain “cure” for the submarine menace, 
was somewhat premature, there is excellent authority 
for the statement that the work of the board is rapidly 
reaching a point where something definite may be ex- 
pected. “We have eliminated scores of suggestions and 
our experiments are beginning to converge towards a 
point where we shall find either a solution or—nothing,” 
was the cryptic explanation of a member. Of course, 
as candidly explained to the newspapermén by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, if a solution is found, nothing will 
be said about it and, if none is found, there will be 
nothing to say. Consequently the only way in which 
the public.will be able to tell the success will be in the 
results attained. 

Mr. Saunders’s announcement, made on May 5, to which 
the daily papers devoted much space, was in substance 
that in his opinion American genius had found the 
solution of the German submarine problem. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Sun reported 
on May 9 that he learned on unquestioned authority 
“that the Naval Consulting Board had submitted a de- 
finite and completed plan to cope with the German 
U-boats.” The plan, it was stated, is based on a novel 
anti-submarine device of which Elmer A. Sperry, in- 
yentor of the gyroscope compass and many other devices, 
is the inventor. The invention is “chiefly in the nature 
of the direct offensive operations against the submarine.” 
There has, of course, been no official confirmation of 
this report. 

“Yankee ingenuity” was represented by about 2,000 
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letters per day for the first three days of this week 
from enthusiastic inventors (and cranks) who believed 
they had solved the submarine threat or some other war 
roblem. Capt. William S. Smith, U.S.N., on special 
uty in the Secretary’s office in connection with in- 
ventions, said: They come from every part of the 
country, from every state and city and a number from 
other countries. The traditional ‘Yankee ingenuity’ of 
New England has been excelled by the West, which is 
sending in more suggestions and inventions than any 
other section of the country. These relate to almost 
everything concerned with the war, but at the present 
time at least 75 per cent. of them are devices connected 
with the ship problem and the destruction of sub- 
marines.”

Governor Whitman, of New York, signed two bills on 
May 8 that were prompted by the war. One, the Slater 
bill, would provide for the removal of any public of- 
ficer, civil service employee or school teacher found 
guilty of committing or uttering any treasonable or 
seditious acts or words. The second, introduced by 
Senator Stivers, would provide that National Guard of- 
ficers, although retired for age, may be detailed by the 
Governor in time of war to perform any mnilitary duty 
specified by him. 

Enlistments in the Regular Army passed the 60,000 
mark on May 9, when the recruiting of 2,300 men on 
May 9 brought the total acceptances for the Army to 
61,282 since April 1. Pennsylvania again was the lead- 
ing state, with 306 enlistments; Illinois second, with 
238, and New York third, with 158. Oregon, with the 
May 9 enlistment, was the second state to fill its quota 
of 1,344 men, haying supplied five more than the re- 
quired amount.

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PRESERVING THE NERO TRADITION. 

The condition of affairs in Congress in relation to 
the Emergency Army Bill is deplorable. Up to May 7 
the only progress that had been made in making the 
bill a law was the sending of the bill to conference 
where the passage was delayed by the inability of the 
conferees to agree.. And even when they reached an agree- 
ment, on May 10, there was further delay to secure the 
approval of the conference report by the Senate and 
House. With the genius our Congress has for dif- 
fusing instead of concentrating its efforts the Emer- 
gency Army bill was loaded up with amendments 
of various kinds, germane and otherwise, and it is 
these amendments that blocked its progress. , Some of 
the disputed points were: Prohibition in and around 
camps; the age of recruits; the proposition put for- 
ward by Senator Fall to permit the raising of three 
volunteer regiments of Cavalry for service on the Mexi- 
can border; afid the amendment which would permit 
Ex-President Roosevelt to raise a division of troops 
for service in France. With ‘all this embroidery, it 
would seem that the original purpose of the bill, to 
enable the Government to raise an army for the pres- 
ent war emergency, had been lost sight of, and we 
were presented with the familiar and absolutely crim- 
inal condition of Congress “playing politics’ in the 
face of the greatest emergency the nation has ever faced. 

If any one of these amendments, outside of that con- 
cerning the age limits for the selective draft, were 
of vital importance to the Emergency Army Bill, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL would be the last publica- 
tion in the country to criticise the action of Congress. 
We can very well understand the fact that most peo- 
ple, including the average Senator and Representative, 
eannot appreciate that wars are always fought by the 
youth of every country and that Congress may differ 
in opinion as to just what years are best to set as 
limits between which the principle of the selective draft 
shall be applied. But, beyond that, there was not a single 
one.of the disputed amendments worth a moment’s con- 
sideration. The prohibition question in relation to 
military camps has been taken under consideration by 
the Council of National Defense at the suggestion of 
the General Medical Board, and the problem might have 
been left in the hands of the Council with perfect assur- 
ance on the part of Congress that it would be com- 
petently handled. Mr. Fall’s proposition in regard to 
raising volunteer regiments of Cavalry for border pa- 
trol duty reads lige a parochial scheme to appeal to 
his constituents in New Mexico. In view of the fact, 
that when the National Guard of that state was mobil- 
ized last June, it was short 1,188 men out of the 2,091 
it should have furnished, and only 68 men of the state 
have enlisted in the Army since April 1, it would not 
seem that volunteering for Army duty was very popu- 
lar in Senator Fall’s part of the Union. If the con- 
ferees were really awake to the importance of the 
present situation they would have stricken out that 
amendment without more ado, as they should the one 
that concerns itself with Mr. Roosevelt’s “army to 
France” plan. Instead time was occupied in a dispute 
over these indefensible measures. 

The most astonishing feature of the discussion on 
the Army bill has been the appearance of the friends 
of ex-President Roosevelt as practically opposed to its 
passage as it was presented by the Administration. If 
there is any one thing more imperative than all else 
at this crisis it is concentration of effort and unity of 
action. With the exception of ex-President Roosevelt, 
all the principal leaders in and out of Congress of the 
opposition to the party in control of the Government; 
such men as Taft, Choate and Root in private life, 
and Republican members of Congress, have lined up 
behind the President as among the most earnest of his 
patriotic supporters. A notable exception is Theodore 
Roosevelt, the man of all others that should have been 
counted upon for patriotic service. At this time words 
count for little; it is acts that. tell and however well 
intended, the action of ex-President Roosevelt has tended 
to the confusion of counsel_and the délay in the adop- 
tion of a measure vital to military efficiency. While 
urging in his speeches the acceptance of conscription 
he has insisted that he should be made an exception to 
its operation; but why he and not others? It was this 
insistence by men of prominence that their influence, po- 
litical or otherwise, should be accepted as the equivalent 
of military training and experience that was the chief 
cause of our ill apccess in conducting the Civil War 
upon sound military principles; thus greatly increasing 
our loss of life in that war and the expenditures dur- 
ing the war, and resulting up to the present times 
in excessive appropriations for pensions. The adoption 
of the policy which is insisted upon in the case of ex- 
President Roosevelt would lead to precisely the same 
result. What patriotic duty requires in every one is 
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to submit to the guidance of those upon whom is placed 
the responsibility of so employing the resources of the 
country as to secure the greatest possible result. It is the 
voice of judgment and experience that should be lis- 
tened to and not the vociferous declaration of senti- 
mentality. 

While™there is no reference to any individual in the 
amendment adopted by the Senate authorizing the rais- 
ing of volunteers, Mr. Harding said in introducing it: 

“T mean to vote for the pending measure, which has 
the sanction of the committee. I mean to register my 
conviction that the privilege of citizenship involves an 
obligation as well. So it is not to be misconstrued that 
the amepdment offered means a compromise between an 
army of volunteers and an army enrolled under the ob- 
ligations of citizenship. Specifically, it is designed to 
give form to a Rooseveltian expression of eager and 
ready Americanism and to- provide an army of Ameri- 
cans who believe in him and his gospel of Americanism, 
and afford him and them the simplest means of proving 
that American expression and American action are in 
compelling accord. . Thousands and thousands are 
hoping that the volunteer expeditionary force to Europe, 
for which this amendment provides, will be accepted 
and encouraged and hasten with our colors to-the battle 
front in France. It is the one great answer to yearning 
American sentiment to-day.” 
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AUGMENT PLANS FOR AUTO-TRANSPORY. 


The information given the Ordnance Department and 
Quartermaster Corps by the French and. British officers 
who arrived with their respective commissions will re- 
sult in radical increases being made in the program for 
auto- -transportation for our new forces and in the sched- 
ules already announced for the increase of the Regular 
establishment. It is learned that the reports made by 
such officers as Colonels Heron and Puckle, of the 
British Subsistence Department, emphasized the revo- 
lutionary effect that auto-trucks have played in the for- 
warding of supplies from the primary bases and the 
eventual distribution along the front, just as reports 
from our military observers have stressed the tremendous 
use that is being made of mobile heavy artillery. Brig. 
Gen. Williath Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in- 
cluded in his estimates for the Army bill which failed 
of passage in the 64th Congress the 58 armored auto- 
mobiles, 230 machine-gun motorcycles and 690 motor- 
cycles for use in forwarding ammunition in emergencies. 
These figures have since been revised entirely, but we 
are not permitted to give the numbers that are now con- 
templated. The armored automobiles are to be along 
the same lines as these which comprise the unit in- 
eluded in the New York National Guard Division. No 
serious attempt has been made by our, Ordnance experts 
to copy the “tanks” of which we have read so much; 
the reason for such hesitation being simply that confi- 
dential and trustworthy reports are that they have been 
spectacular failures. 

Machine-gun motorcycles are believed to be another 
of the long list of innovations which must be credited 
tc American ingenuity, the idea being first broached 
here just before the war. ‘They have been used in iso- 
lated cases by the British, it is known, but only as 
protection for messengers and men on similar duty. 

As stated in a recent issue, the Q.M.C. estimates for 
the new Army call for approximately 40,000 trucks and 
autos. 

The various types and their cost are set forth as 
follows: 

4,210 automobiles (touring) at $1.000. 

1,310 automobiles (runabouts) at $850. 

29,730 motor trucks (cargo) at $2,800. 

1,090 motor trucks (repair and kitchen) at $3,200. 
2,180 motor trucks (supply) at $3,200. 

220 wrecking and mess cars at $1,500. 

3,670 motorcycles at $280. 

20 mobile machine shops at $25,000. 

Despite the fact that $100,000,000 is involved in the 
purchase of these machines, it must not be thought that 
our new forces will be sustained on a self-propelled 
basis entirely. To the contrary, no less than 529,380 
horses and mules are included in the transportation 
estimates. For Cavalry, 252,950 horses were alotted 
at $175 each; for light Artillery, 134,980 at $200; for 
heavy Artillery, 9,280 at $250. This last item is the 
one which will suffer the heaviest reduction under the 
new plan. In S.O. 98, War Department, April 28, 
1917, a special board was appointed to consider the 
extent to which these changes will be carried. It in- 
cludes Major Lucian B. Moody, Ord. Dept.; Major T. 
Moore, Field Art. (Gen. Staff); Capt. W. ‘A. Capron, 
5th F.A.; and Mr. George W. Dunham, of Washington. 
Captain Capron was included because of the experience 
of his command with motor-tractors at Fort Sill, Okla. 
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The First Class at West Point will be graduated on 
Aug. 30, the War Department announced on May 10, 
and immediately commissioned to supply 154 officers to 
aid in the instruction of the first 500,000 me nto be 
called to the colors some time in September under the 
selective draft. Under normal conditions the cadets 
would have completed their course at the Academy in 
June, 1918. The class ahead of them, which would have 
finished in June of this year, already has been grad- 
uated and commissioned in the Service. Practically all 
men- of the two classes will be promoted to first lieu- 
tenant immediately after their commissioning as_ sec- 
end lieutenant. Some of them may be. troop and com- 








pany commanders, with rank of captain,-fer. the -dura- 
tion of the war as their first actual employment after 
graduation. 
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ARMY TO ADOPT COST-PLUS-PROFIT PLAN. 


If the present plans of heads of War Department bu- 
reaus are adopted the great bulk of the tremendous con- 
tracts through which supplies for the new Army will be 
secured will be drawn on the “cost-plus-profit” basis in- 
augurated by the Secretary of the Navy in awarding 
contracts for capital ships last winter. The newly ap- 
pointed Munitions Board, in conjunction with officers 
from the War and Navy Departments, is now consider- 
ing the form of the contracts to be prescribed as the 
standard in such cases. 

The Surgeon General of the Army recently asked the 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General upon the ques- 
tion of whether or not there was any legal objection to 
the letting of contracts for medical supplies under the 
cost-plus-profit plan. The answer was negative. Since 
the existence of an emergency relieved the Government 
departments of the necessity for advertising for bids on 
every proposal, General Crowder said, there could be no 
objection to taking this additional forward step in expedit- 
ing delivery. It then became known that similar ques- 
tions had come up in connection with the purchase of 
ordnance and ordnance supplies. The probabilities are 
that before many. months all Government purchases will 
be made on the basis of actual cost plus a definite profit. 
An advantage of this system will be that the Government 
will furnish, indirectly but with equal effect, the funds 
upon which many small contractors operate. It is pro- 
posed in several of the cases under discussion that the 
Government pay at the end of each month for the de- 
liveries made in that period, the Munitions Board de- 
termining anew in each instance the actual cost of the 
product to the manufacturer. That the plan may avert 
the necessity for fixation of prices by the Government— 
although it amounts to the same thing—is another inter- 
esting possibility. 
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PREPARING OUR AIR FORCES. 
While the efforts of the Signal Corps for the time 





‘being will be directed entirely to the problem of supply- 


ng the forty-eight aero squadrons and eight balloon 
companies to complete the tactical composition of the 
first Citizen Army, it is learned that work already is 
under way on a three-year program which will call for at 
least 2,500 trained aviators and a ready-for-use air fleet 
of 3,700 ’planes. ‘Tentative estimates show that $125,- 
000,000 will be required to carry out these plans. The 
Signal Corps, however, have available to-day not less 
than $65,000,000 to be expended on aviation and no doubt 
is felt on the question of getting as much more in the 
next two years. 

Absolute assurances have been given Brig. Gen. George 
O. Squier, C.S.O., that sufficient training machines will 
be ready when his student forces are gathered. The 
question of fighting airplanes is a more weighty one and 
it is more than probable that the equipment of the avia- 
tion force sent to Europe will come from French fac- 
tories. The statement that no American model has yet 
been found that is equal in every way—speed, endurance 
and general flying capability—to the demands of modern 
air fighting, remains unrefuted so far as we can learn. 
British experts candidly told our aviators that their 
machines are too small and too slow for either recon- 
noisance or raiding. Recent unfortunate accidents to 
our student-aviators indicate even graver troubles. 

Major Tulasne and Lieutenant de la Grange, two 

French army aviators, have reported to General Squier 
with a view to offering their services in the work of 
building up the American aviation service. The visit- 
ing officers have been assigned desks in the office of the 
C.S.0O. and were in daily conference with him. 
“ Authority has been given for the organization of 
the Ist and 2d Reserve Aero Squadrons at New York 
city and Philadelphia, respectively. The commanding 
general of the Eastern Department was instructed to 
complete these units by the assignment of officers and 
enlisted men from the Aviation Section, S.R.C. 
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PROMOTIONS IN COAST ARTILLERY. 


In the item in our last issue headed “Coming Promo- 
tions in the Army,” which appeared on page 1161, an er- 
ror was made in that the grades of captains and first 
lieutenants, Coast Artillery Corps, were grouped to- 
gether, so as apparently to indicate that a number of of- 
ficers in the lower grade were incladed in those slated for 
promotion to majors. The corrected lines should read: 

Captains to be majors to include Rex Van D. Corput 
(No. 79). 

Lieutenants to be captains to include Frederick G. 
Dillman (No 30). 

In all other particulars the list, so far as affecting 
this arm and the others, is correct. 
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Several Washington correspondents of New England 
and New York city newspapers have made the discovery, 
since the French war mission arrived in this country, 
that France, in the detestable phrase invented by the 
German press, is being “bled white.”

with greater vigor amd material force than ever before.” 


- The very character of the French people is against any 


such statements being made as the Washington corre- 
spondents imply in their dispatches was revealed to them 
The French people 
never whine nor boast, although in the Midi there ate 
always a few Tartarins such as Daudet pictured for the 
amusement of the world. Owing to the admirable custom 
of the French government of never stating its losses it 
is a patent absurdity for anyone here to give a definite 
number of casualties. On May 4 and 5 alone the French 
army took over 5,300 prisoners, and since April 16 they 
In a speech made by 
Premier Ribot on May 5 he mentioned the “40,000 pris- 
oners and 500 cannons taken in the last few weeks.” 
When an army is taking prisoners at that rate and is 
going forward, slowly but surely, all the time it is pre- 
posterous to talk or write it in the language of defeat.- 
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Revolutionary changes in the ‘style of the service uni- 
form coat worn by the Army officer is under discus- 
sion by officers of the Quartermaster Corps, and the 
General Staff. The modifications include the substi- 
tution of the soft roll collar for the stiff collar now 
prescribed, “bellows” pockets and loose flaring folds about 
the hips. This is practically the style of coat now in 
use in the British army. It is denied that the appear- 
ance of the British officers—the evident comfort and 
utility of the coat, especially—had anything to do with 
the projected change, but the appearance in Washington 
of those officers was. coincident with the manufacture of 
the sample garment by Army tailors. This coat was 
cut to the generous lines demanded by the figure of the 
Chief of Staff, who was outspoken in his approval. The 
Secretary of War also endorsed the change but no de- 
cision will be reached until it has been considered for- 
mally by the General Staff. The only objection to the 
new coat that has been heard is that it does not give 
the wearer the military effect secured from thy. tightly- 
buttoned, high-collared garment now in use. 
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Computations of the experts in the Quartermaster 
Corps show that the next estimates for subsistence of 
the Army will have to be on a basis of a 32-cent daily 
ration, as compared With 27 cents only four months ago. 
A further indication of- the effect of the rising cost of 
all materials is shown in the statement that the per 
capita cost of “personal equipment” in the Q.M.C. es- 
timates for the new army is $194, against $175 about 
six months ago. This equipment includes shoés, socks, 
uniforms, half of a shelter ‘tent and other things neces- 
sary to place a man in the field, after his arms are sup- 
plied. In the case of rifles the cost has jumped in 
a year from $12.50 to $19.50. 
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Thomas Hillard, secretary of the Canadian War Pur 
chasing Commission, was in Washington several days 
during the past week for the purpose of conferring with 
officers of the Quartermaster Corps. Mr. Hillard was 
authorized by the- body of which he is a member (and 
which closely resembles our Advisory Committee to the 
Council of National Defense) to turn over to the United 
States officers a detailed report of the reserve supplies 
now on hand in Canada. ‘These were offered to the 
United States without reserve. It is reliably reported 
that included in this list are large quantities of tents, 
camp outfits and other necessities for which at is 
particular need at this time. 
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The Secretary of War on May 9 appeared before the 
Committee on Military Affairs of the House to urge the 
necessity for appropriating $500,000 for the expenses 
of the Council of National Defense. The sum, will be 
used in continuing the activities of the council and :its 
auxiliary committees. So far as can be learned there 
is no member of the Congressional committee who does 
not believe that the money spent thus far by the Coun- 
cil of National Defense has brought as great return 
as any other expenditure of the Government. 








A few more than 200 retired officers of the Navy have 
been recalled to active service, this representing almost 
exactly fifty per cent. of those available from the retired 
list. In checking over that list Rear Admiral Leigh C. 
Palmer, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, found many 
whose age and physicai condition would prevent their 
being placed again in positions requiring alertness and 
strenuous effort. Practically, without exception, those 
already recalled have been assigned to office work or simi- 
lar “directive duties.” 
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The newspaper report that Major Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing, U.S.A., had been ordered to proceed at once to 
Washington on a matter of great importance was con- 
firmed at the War Department on May 9. The Sec- 
retary of War declared that any speculation as to the 
purpose of General Pershing’s visit would be “most 
improper” and asked thep ress to await official an- 
nouncement.

¥ The official list of the men selected by Lieut. Col. Paul 
A. Wolf, Inf., U.S.A., commander of the camps at Platts- 
burg, to attend the New York city division camp, was 
made public in New York city on May 8 by Capt. Ar- 
thur F. Cosby, executive secretary of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association. In issuing the list Captain 
y said: “As far as the names cited go, this list is 
final and is practically complete. The camp commander 
expresses regret that he could not accept more and 
recognizes that inevitably, in the : 
many good men were passed by. Men who applied and 
were not accepted should not be discouraged from trying 
again, as rejection from this camp is not a final 
bar to applying for future camps. 5 
“The applications of a good many men who applied 
for Plattsburg and were acceptable to the camp com- 
mander at Plattsburg could not be accepted owing to the 


fact that the number of Civilians was limited to 2,080. 


These applications were sent to the commanding officer 
at Madison Barracks, Sackets Harbor, N.Y., for his 
consideration. There will probably be 300 to 400 New 
York city men accepted by. the commanding officer at 
Madison Barracks, which list is not available at this 
moment.” 2: 

Word received at the headquarters of the Military 
Training Camps Association in New York city indicated 
that practically all of the training camps have been over- 
subscribed. The Fort Myer, Va., camp, which will 
handle the men from New Jersey, enrolled almost 5,000 
men. 


ATTENDANCE FROM NATIONAL GUARD. 


The War Department on May 5 formally announced 
that arrangements will be made for attendance of twenty- 
five enlisted men from every National Guard regiment 
at training camps for candidates for appointment in Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. “The War. Department specially 
desires to have the older and more capable non-commis- 
sioned officers of the National Guard attend these camps, 
knowing many of them have the qualifications to become 
company commanders or first lieutenants,” reads the 
statement. “To insure the selection of the most suitable 
men, all ‘enlisted men in the National Guard will be 
permitted to apply, but the regimental commander will 
designate the men who, in his opinion, are the most 
capable and sutable.” Those selected must be between 

years 9 months and 44 years of age on May 15, 
1917, and must have the qualifications mentioned in 
Par. 57, O.R.C. Regulations (Special Regulations No. 
43). 


WOBK AT TRAINING CAMPS. 


The prescribed schedule of work at the camps will in- 
clude a minimum day’s work of ten hours, as mapped 
out by the War Department; to be divided into five hours 
in the morning, three in the afternoon and two hours each 
night for study, this schedule being carried out from Mon- 
day to Friday, inclusive. Saturday will be devoted to 
bringing up the necessary requirement work which’ has 
been interrupted by weather or other unforeseen condi- 
tions, for vaccinations, examinations and tests in horse- 
manship, for which no time is provided, and for addi- 
tional instructions in such matters as the experience of 
the school renders advisable. It is expected that at least 
five hours of each Saturday will be devoted to these pur- 
poses. Whether the men will have a_half-holiday on 
Saturdays will depend on the needs of the camp as they 
develop from time to time. As the officers-of the first 
contingent are to be selected from the men who will at- 
tend the various camps, company officers in charge of the 
camps will be instructed to exercise the utmost pains to 
acquire data regarding the accomplishments of each man. 
Upon this data will be based the recommendations for 
commissions. During the period from May 15 to June 
16 the instructions will be the same for all students, as 
has been noted. At the ‘conclusion of this period and 
for the two months following the students will be grouped 
into organizations for more general personal instruction.

DIVISIONS OF THE NEW ARMY. 


In the tentative plan of the War College for the com- 
position of the new.Army for the.first selective draft, as 
published last week, reference to sixteen regiments of 
Field Artillery was of course intended, not brigades as 
the types made it.. A revised list of Officers’ Reserve 
Corps training camp districts issued by the War Depart- 
ment indicates that the sixteen divisions of the first half 
million new fighting men will be formed as follows: 

First Division—Troops from all New England states. 
,..Second—New York Congressional Districts 1 to 26 
(including Long Island, New York city and a strip north 
of the city).

In addition there probably will be two separate Cav- 
alry divisions in the Southwest near the Mexican border. 
Officers for the Cavalry divisions will be trained at all of 
sixteen Officers’ Reserve Corps training camps with

“Each Infantry division will consist of nine full regi- 
ments of Infantry, three regiments of Field Artillery, one 
regiment of Cavalry, one regiment of Engineers, one di- 
vision hospital, and four camp infirmaries. The total 
strength of the sixteen will be 15,022 officers and 489,792 
men. 

The two Cavalry divisions. combined will have 1,214 
officers and 32,062 fighting men, including mounted Engi- 
neer and Horse Artillery units, and each will have also 
its divisional hespital and camp infirmaries. 

The proportion of Coast Artillery troops to be. provided 
out of the first 500,000 will be 666 aces and 20,000 
men, with requisite medical troops. 

Supplementing these tactical units will be the sixteen 
regiments of heavy Field Artillery, strength 768 officers 
and 21,104 men; eight aero squadrons, or one new squads 
ron to each two new Infantry divisions; eight balloon 
companies, ten field hospitals, ten ambulance companies, 
twenty-two field bakeries, six telephone battalions, six- 
teen pack companies, six ammunition trains and six sup- 
ply trains.

EX-PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S ARMY PLAN. 


The much-discussed plan of ex-President Roosevelt 
to raise a division of men past the selective draft age 
to go to the battlefields of France was made public on 
May 7 and shows that it is much ‘more extensive, on 
paper, than the public had any idea of. The announce- 
ment states that 180,000 men between the ages of twenty- 
five and fifty years of age have been “tentatively ree 
cruited,” this being exclusive of officers. Furthermore 
“arrangements have been perfected so that this entire 
force could be mobilized in six weeks and its first 
units started for France for intensive training there.” 
Requisitions are ready for the full service equipment 
of a division to be filed with the War Department but 
no mention is made anywhere in the announcement of 
what definite provision has been made for transports 
even for a division, to say nothing of the 180,000 men 
“tentatively enlisted.” There is enough cash pledged 
to the enterprise to pay for the complete equipment of a 
full division of troops from clothing to camp housings, 
it is stated. No man who has any one dependent on 
him solely will be permitted to enlist in the organization, 

In its details the plan states that in the organization 
of any division there would be put two volunteer regi- 
ments and one regiment of Regulars in each brigade, 
this introduction of Regular regiments not being con- 
sistent with a purely volunteer organization. Mr. Roose- 
velt “would ask the War Department for the services 
of two regular officers and from four to six Plattsburg 
yolunteers for every 1,500 men. He would also ask for 
several Regular non-commissioned officers to serve as 
second lieutenants in--his regiments. Throughout his 
whole command—let it be a corps, a division or a 
brigade-—the Colonel would distribute the leaven of mili- 
tary training and discipline in the persons of soldiers 
drawn from the Regular Army. As the French and 
British war experts have decided that they do not want 
American artillery, Colonel Roosevelt would cut out that 
arm of the service entirely. His division would be 
made up of infantry troops with only two regiments of 
cavalry to be used unmounted in the trenches, unless 
open fighting would give them their chance in the 
saddle.” A list of regiments, squadrons, battalions and 
companies of infantry, cavalry, field artillery and ma- 
chine-gun units shows that forty-four states and the 
District of Columbia are represented. It is worthy 
of note that in the list there is no mention of either 
a signal corps or a medical unit. 

Eix-President Roosevelt proposes to ask for the fol- 
lowing Army officers to command his troops: 

Col. Frank B. McCoy to serve as Divisional Chief 
of Staff, Major G. V. H. Moseley, and Capts. Roger 
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Fitch and Philip H. Sheridan. Other Army officers on 
the list for subordinate commands are Capt. Fitzhugh 
Lee and Lieut. Thomas J. Christian. Among civilian 
appointees will be Johri ©. Groome, head of the Pennsyl- 
vania Constabulary; “Jack” Greenway of Arizona, for- 
mer Rought Ridger, and Brig. Gen. Roger Williams, of 
the Kentucky N.G. ther civilian officers will include 
Sloan Simpson, Seth Bullock, Rock Channing, all of 
the Rough Riders. with Robert Bacon, Henry L. Stimson, 
Captains Dame and Ely. 
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AGRE"MENT ON EMERGENCY ARMY BILL. 


The conferees of the Senate and House who have been 
discussing the Emergency Army bill since May 1 finally 
came to an agreement on the provisions of the measure 
on May 10. The Harding amendment, provided for four 
divisions of volunteers for Europe, which was proposed 
to permit ex-President Roosevelt and others to organize 
forces to go to France, was eliminated by the conferees. 
The Fall amendment, providing for three regiments of 
volunteer Cavalry for patrol duty on the Mexican border, 
was stricken out of the Senate bill by the conferees. A 
compromise was reached on the age limit sections of the 
two measures. The bill as agreed to by the Conference 
Committee fixes the ages for conscription “between 
twenty-one and thirty, both inclusive.” The Curtiss 
amendment, providing that those who submit voluntarily 
to draft may be designated as having volunteered, was 
dropped. The provision to give the chiefs of bureaus of 


the War Department the rank and pay of major general 
was also dropped in conference. "ee 

The first change made by the conferees was “existing 
war” to “existing emergency,” which was suggested by 
Brig. Gen. E. Crowder, Judge Advocate General, 
U.S.A. The Senate conferees accepted the House pro- 
vision prohibiting the paying of bounties to induce a 
person to enlist in the military Service, or to furnish a 
substitute. A new provision authorizes the President to 
create and establish in the several states.and sub-divisions 
local boards to hear and determine all questions of exemp- 
tion under the act. The anti-liquor amendment in the 
Senate bill was changed so as not to prohibit the furnish- 
ing or giving away of intoxicating liquors to soldiers in 
uniform. The sale of liquors to men in uniform is pro- 
hibited. : : es F 

so change was made in Section 11, which provides 
“that all existing restrictions upon the detail, detachment 
and employment of officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army are hereby suspended for the period of the 
present emergency.” : i : 

Several provisions were inserted in the bill and several 
were rewritten and expanded. Among these are the 
following : : 

A provision authorizing the President to change the 
make-up of military units, brigades, divisions and Army 
Corps, and specifically to add to each Infantry and Cav- 
alry brigade three machine gun companies, and to each 
Infantry and Cavalry division four machine gun com- 
panies, and to organize for each division an armored 
motor car machine gun company. : 

A provision directing that so far as the interests of 
the Service permit, organizations shall be composed as 
far as possible of men and officers who come from the 
same state or locality. : 

A provision making persons exempted because of their 
religious views liable for non-combatant service. Hxemp- 
tions from the selective draft were left virtually as orig- 
inally suggested by the General Staff. 

The bill as agreed upon fixes the rate of pay for sol- 
diers as follows: : ; : 

All enlisted men of the Army in active service whose 
pay does not exceed $21 a month shall receive an in- 
crease of $10 a month; those whose base pay is $24, an 
increase of $8 a month; those whose pay is $30, $36 or 
$40, an increase of $6 a month, and those whose base 
pay is $45 or more, an increase of $5 a month; provided 
that the increases of pay herein authorized shall not 
enter into the computation of continuous service pay. 

The prediction was made by Senator Chamberlain im- 
mediately after the conferees agreed, and Representative 
Dent that both Houses will accept the report, and the 
bill will go to the President for his signature early next 
week. It is stated, however, that Mr. Anthony proposes 
to oppose the acceptance of the bill by the House and 
Senators Harding and Johnson will take the same stand. 
They want the Roosevelt amendment put back in the bill. 
It was stated that Mr. Kahn would not sign the con- 
ference report owing to his objection to the prohibition 
amendment. 

As finally agreed ‘on the bill contained a provision “that 
the President may, in his discretion, recommission in the 
Coast Guard persons who have heretofore held commis- 
sions in the Revenue Cutter Service or the Coast Guard 
and have left the Service honorably, after ascertaining 
that they are qualified for service physically, morally and 
as to age and military fitness.” 








CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Conference agreement on the Army Appropriation bill 
for the year 1917-1918 is published on pages 1185-6. 

The House on May 7 passed S.J. Res. 42, authorizing 
the President to take over alien enemy ships in our har- 
bors. 

The House on May 8 passed H.R. 2337, to amend a 
proviso of the 7Javal Act of Aug. 29, 1916, to read: 


Provided, That citizens of the insular possessions of the 
United States may enroll in the Naval Auxiliary Reserve: 
Provided further, That such persons who are not citizens of 
the U.S., but who have or shall have declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens of the United States, and who are citi- 
zens of countries which are at peace with the United States, 
may enroll in the Naval Reserve Force, subject. to the condi- 
tion that they may be discharged from such enrolment at any 
time within the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
such persons who may, under existing law, become citizens of 
the U.S., and who render honorable service in the Naval Re- 
serve Force in time of war for a period of not less than one 
year may become citizens of the U.S. without proof of resi- 
dence on shore and without further requirement than proof of 
good moral character and certificate from the Secretary of 
the Navy that such honorable service was actually rendered, 

The Secretary of the Navy transmits a_ tentative 
draft of a bill to authorize the designation by the Presi- 
dent of six officers of the Navy for the command of fleets 
or subdivisions thereof with the rank of admiral and vice 
admiral. The text follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That in addition to provisions of exist- 
ing law, the President is further authorized to designate six 
officers of Navy for command of fleets or subdivisions thereof, 
and, after being so designated, from date of assuming such 
command until relinquishment thereof, not more than three 
of such officers have rank and pay of an admiral 


and others shall each have rank and pay of a vice admiral; 
and of admiral and vice admiral are hereby authorized 
and continued for mergenes of this act: Proviued, su0. e 
pay of an admiral shall be $10,000; vice admiral $9,000 per 
annum: Provided further, That in time of peace officers for 
command of fleets and subdivisions thereof, as herein author- 
ized, shall be designated from among the rear admirels on 
active list of Navy: Provided further, That nothing herein 
contained shall create any vacancy in any grade’in Navy or 
increase total number of officers authorized by law: Provided 
further, That when an officer with the rank of admiral or 
vice admiral is detached from command of a fleet or sub- 
division thereof, as herein authorized, he shall return to his 
regular rank in list of officers of Navy and shall thereafter 
receive only pay and allowances of such rank: And provided 
further, That nothing in this act shall be held or construed 
as amending or repealing provisions of Sections 1434, 1463 
and 1464, Revised Statutes of United States. 

Sec. 2. That the provision in the Act roel March 3, 
1915, for designation of commander-in-chief of certain fleets 
with rank of admiral and for designation of officers second in 
—— of such fleets with rank of vice admiral is hereby 
repealed. 


_ Upon the death of any person in the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps, the Navy Regulations require that his effects 
be collected and inventoried: Upon completion of in- 
ventory, the effects, if of a perishable nature, are im- 
mediately sold at auction; if not of a perishable nature, 
they are put up in packages of convenient size and sealed 
and delivered to the pay officer for temporary safe- 
keeping. Information as to the death of the man is then 
communicated to the nearest relative or legal representa- 
tive of deceased if address of such person can be ascer- 
tained. Should it be impossible to ascertain the existence 


.of legal representatives or ‘heirs at law of the deceased, 


the articles or packages are sent to the Navy Depart- 
ment or to the commandant of Marine Corps, as the case 
may be, for safekeeping. There is no provision of law 
whereby the Department can dispose of these effects 
which are gradually accumulating. The Secretary of the 
Navy requests that the Department be authorized by law 
to sell such effects, after a period of two years, unless 
upon diligent inquiry heirs or next of kin should be 
found. 

Through the fraudulent handling of accounts by for- 
mer Paymr. Clerk Theodore N. Carter, U.S.N., who de- 
serted on Jan. 10, 1912, and is still in desertion, a num- 
ber of enlisted men of the Navy were defrauded out of 
considerable money. This money was obtained by Carter 
during the fourth quarter of 1911 and the first and second 
or of 1912, while he was employed on the rolls of 
the U.S. Reserve Torpedo Division. After a thorough 
investigation by Pay Inspr. W. J. Littell, U.S.N., of-all 
the records available, and after interviews with the men 
who protested against checkages made against them, he 
concluded that there was no collusion between the men 
and Carter, with possibly four or five exceptions. In 
these excepted cases the pay inspector did not recom- 
mend that checkages be removed. In view of the fact that 
many of these men lost their money through no fault of 
their own, retary Daniels asks for a law to provide 
for reimbursement of such of the men as may be found 
to have lost money through no fault of their own. 

The Secretary of the Navy asks for legislation author- 
izing the President to drop from the rolls of the Navy 
or Marine Corps any officer under conditions now appli- 
cable in case of Army officers. The proposed law would 
authoriz2 the President to drop from the rolls of the Navy 
or Marine Corps any officer thereof who is absent from 
duty without leave for a period of three months or more, 
or who, having been found guilty by the civil authorities 
of any offense, is finally sentenced to confinement ix. a 
state or Federal penite.tiary: Provided, That no officer 
so dropped shall be eligible for reappointment. 


The Secretary of the Navy transmits a tentative draft 
of legislation to amend Section 1570 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, so as to permit of extra pay 
for ifarines who may be detailed on board ship for duty 
in the firerooms to assist the regular firemen, who require 
short and frequent shifts on account of the intense heat 
in the firerooms. : 

Also a draft_of proposed legislation transferring the 
vessels of the Bureau of Fisheries, Commerce Depart- 
—_ to the jurisdiction of the Navy Department in time 
of war. 

Also a tentative draft of a bill to provide for the pay- 
ment of six months’ gratuity to the widows and children 
or dependent relatives of retired officers or enlisted men 
on active duty. 

Also tentative draft of a bill to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to determine where and when there are 
no public quarters available for officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 





TEMPORARY INCREASE OF NAVY. 


The House on May 8 passed the bill, H.R. 3330, to tem- 
porarily increase the commissioned and warrant and en- 
listed strength of the Navy and Marine Corps. A similar 
bill (S. 1873), as heretofore noted, has been favorably re- 
ported in the, Senate. Since passage by the House of 
H.R. 3330 the Senate Naval Committee has agreed to 
report the House bill with an amendment which will 
raise the pay of enlisted men in both Services equally 
with the increases in the Emergency Army bill. Chair- 
man Padgett, of the House Naval Committee, explained 
that the bill as submitted authorizes an increase—based 
upon 57,000 enlisted men, the difference between 93,000 
and 150,000—of 747 lieutenants, and 954 lieutenants of 
junior grade and ensigns. It does not authorize any 
other grades above that. It authorizes a temporary in- 
crease from what we have in the permanent commissioned 
personnel—2,236 officers, up to the authorization of the 
Act of Aug. 29 last. The difference will be a substan- 
tial increase. “We are short of officers at the present 
time,” he added. “We have at the present time 2,236 offi- 
cers, and with four per cent. on the 93,000, that would b 
3,720 officers. The difference between that might be au- 
thorized temporarily by the provisions of this bill, but 
none of them permanently, except such as come in from 
the Naval Academy, who are added year by year to the 
permanent increase of the Commissioned personnel.” 

The House amended various sections of its bill and 
passed it in the following form: 

H.R. 3830.—That the authorized enlisted strength of the 
active list of the Navy is hereby temporarily increased from 
87,000 to 150,000, including 4,000 additional apprentice sea- 
men, 

Sec. 2. That the authorized enlisted strength of the active 
list of the Marine Corps is hereby temporarily increased from 
17,400 to 80,000, this authorized strength being distributed 
in the various grades of the enlisted force in the same propor- 
tion as those authorized at the date of the approval of this 
act 


. Sec. 3. That enlistments in the Navy and Marine Corps, 
during such time as the United States may be at war, shall 
be for four years or for the period of the war or for such 
shorter period or periods as the President may prescribe. 


Sec. 4. Additional commissioned officers in the Navy and

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Marine Corps, based upon the temporary increases herein au- 
thorized in the number of enlisted men, shall be temporarily 
appointed by the President, in his discretion, not above the 

ades and ranks of lieutenant in the line and staff of the- 

avy and major in the Marine Corps, the distribution in said 
grades and ranks to be made in accordance with the provisions 
of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916: Provided, That all tempor: 
original appointments shall be made in the lowest commission 
grades of the line and staff of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
exclusive of commissioned warrant officers, and that there shall 

no permanent or temporary appointments in or permanent or 
temporary promotions to any grade or rank above that of lieu- 
tenant in the Navy or major in the Marine Corps by reason of 
the temporary appointment of officers authorized by this act in 
excess of the total number of officers authorized by existing 
law or on account of the i of enlisted men herein au- 
thorized: Provided further, That, during the — of the pres- 
ent war, any existing deficiency in the total number of com- 
missioned officers of the Navy and Marine Corps authorized 
by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, may be supplied by temporary 
appointments in the lowest grades and by temporary promotiong 
to all other grades until a sufficient number of officers shall 
be available for regular appointment or promotion in accord- 
ance with existing law: Provided further, That nothing herein 
shall be held or construed to limit or abridge the use or service 
of the officers of the Navy and Marine Corps on the retired list 
or of the officers of the Naval Militia and Nationa] Naval Volun- 
teers, Naval Reserve Force, and Marine Corps Reserve, as pro- 
vided and authorized under existing law: Provided further, 
That temporary chaplains and temporary acting chaplains in 
the Navy may be appointed for service during the period of 
the war in the proportion of the personnel of the Navy as now 
prescribed by existing law. 

Sec. 5. That the additional temporary officers authorized in 
the various grades and ranks of the Navy and Marine Corps 
in accordance with the next preceding section may be tempo- 
rarily appointed to serve in the grades or ranks to which ap- 
pointed or promoted by the temporary advancement of officers 
holding permanent and probationary commissions, by temporary 
appointment of commissioned warrant officers, warrant officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy, and warrant officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and clerks to assistant paymasters of the 
Marine Corps, commissioned and warrant officers of the U.S, 
Coast Guard, citizens of the United States specially qualified, 
who have had previous naval or military service or training, 
and other citizens of the United States: Provided, That in mak- 
ing appointments authorized herein the maximum age limit shall 
be fifty P pene for commissioned warrant officers, warrant offi- 
cers, and enlisted men to ensign, enlisted men of the Navy to 
warrant rank, candidates for assistant surgeon, non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Marine Corps to commissioned rank, mem- 
bers of the Marine Corps branch of the Naval Militia and Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers, Marine Corps Reserve, and civilians 
specially qualified, to commissioned rank, and warrant officers 
of the active list of the Marine Corps appointed to commis- 
sioned rank and temporary chaplains and temporary acting 
chaplains: Provided further, That graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy and warrant officers duly commissioned in the Navy or 
Marine Corps in accordance with existing law shall net, by 
virtue of this section, be ar a to receive temporary appoint- 
ments; and the class of midshipmen graduated from the Naval 
Academy on March 29, 1917, and the classes to be = 
hereafter may be commissioned effective from date of gradua- 
tion: Provided further, That temporary appointments as war- 
rant officers of the Navy may be made by the Secretary of the 
Navy: Provided further, That lieutenants (junior grade) and 
ensigns may be considered eligible for temporary promotions to 
the grades of Weutenant and lieutenant (junior grade), re- 
spectively, without regard to length of service in grade. 

Sec. 6. That during the period of the present war the compu- 
tations to be made by the Secretary of the Navy as prescri 
by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, shall be made semi-annually as of 
July 1 and Jan. 1 of each year, and at such other times as 
he may deem necessary; and the Board of Rear Admirals, for 
selection for promotion prescribed in said act, may be con- 
vened at such times as the exigencies of the service may re- 
quire. 

Sec. 7. That the permanent and probationary commissions, 
appointments and warrants of officers shall not be vacated by 
reason of their temporary advancement or appointment, nor 
shall said officers be prejudiced in their relative lineal rank 
in regard to promotion in accordance with the Act of Aug, 29, 
1916: Provided, That the rights, benefits, privileges and gratui- 
ties of all enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps now 
authorized by law shall not be lost or abridged in any respect 
whatever by their acceptance of temporary commissions or war- 
rants hereunder: Provided further, That no person who shall 
receive a temporary appointment shall be entitled to pay or 
allowances except under such temporary appointment: And 
provided further, That upon the termination of temporary ap- 
pointments in a higher grade or rank as authorized by this 
act the officers so advanced, including probationary second lieu- 
tenants, warrant officers, clerks to assistant quartermasters, and 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps, commissioned and 
warrant officers of the U.S. Coast Guard, shall revert to the 
grade, rank or rating from which tennorarily advanced, unless 
such officers or enlisted men in the ri.vtntime, in accordance 
with law, become entitled to promotion to~a higher grade or 
rank in the permanent Navy or Marine Corps, in which case 
they shall revert to said higher grade or rank and shall, after 
passing the prescribed examinations, be commissioned aecord- 
ingly. 

See. 8. That all temporary appointments or advancements 





‘authorized by this act shall continue in force only until other- 


wise directed by the President or until Congress shall amend 
or repeal the authorization for the increases herein provided, 
and not later than six months after the termination of war. 

Sec. 9. That any officer of the permanent Navy or Marine 
Corps temporarily advanced in grade or rank in accordance 
with the provisions of this act who shall be retired from active 
service under the permanent commission while holding such 
temporary rank, except for physical disability in line of duty, 
shall be placed on the retired list with the grade or rank to 
which his position in the permanent Navy or Marine Corps at 
the date of his retirement would entitle him, and any person 
originally appointed temporarily, as provided in this act, shall 
not be entitled to any rights of retirement, except for physical 
disability incurred in line of duty. 


Sec. 10. That, during the continuance of the present war, 
should any second lieutenant of the Marine Corps holding a 
probationary appointment for the period of two years become 
eligible for promotion to a higher grade and qualify therefor 
before the expiration of two years from the date of original 
appointment, he shall receive a probationary appointment in 
such higher grade, which appointment shall be made permanent 
or shall be vacated in the manner prescribed by the Act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. 

Sec. 11. That the appointment of thirty marine gunners and 
thirty quartermaster’s clerks, additional to the number now pre- 
scribed by law, is hereby authorized, sach appointments to be 
made in the manner now provided by law. 


Sec. 12. That the temporary appointments and promotions 
herein attthorized be made by the President shall be made by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

Sec. 13. Nothing contained in this act shall operate to re- 
duce the rank, pay or allowance that would have been received 
by any person in the Navy or Marine Corps except for the 
passage of this act. 

Sec. 14. That the provisions of the act entitled, “An act mak- 
ing appropriations for the naval service for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1917, and for other purposes,” approved Aug. 29, 
1916, which read as follows: ‘Provided further, That the in- 
crease in the number of captains herein authorized shall be 
made at the rate of not more than ten captains in any one 
year,” and “That officers of the Marine Corps with the rank 
of colonel who shall have served faithfully for forty-five years 
on the active list shall, when retired, have the rank of briga- 
dier general; and such officers who shall hereafter be retired at 
the age of sixty-four years before having served for forty-five 
years, but who shall have served faithfully on the active list 
until retired, shall, on the completion of forty years from their 
entry in the naval service, have the rank of brigadier general,” 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec, 15. That on and after May 1, 1917, the pay of all en- 
listed men of the Navy during the continuance of the war be, 
and it is hereby, increased $15 a month over and above the 
rates of pay proper as fixed by law for times of peace: Pro- 
vided, That during the continuance of the war warrant eo 
petty officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Coast Guard shi 
Teceive the same rates of pay as are or may be hereafter pre- 
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scribed for the corresponding grades or ratings and length of 
gervice in the Navy. 


MILITARY ACADEMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


The conferees on May 5 reported agreement on the 
Military Academy bill (H.R. 14.) The conferees adopted 
the Senate amendments to place on the retired list as 
second lieutenants, former cadets William H. Kehoe and 
Clyde R. Altman and made similar provision for Bert- 
ram T. Clayton, jr., whose case is similar to that of 
W. H. Kehoe, both having developed tuberculosis while 
cadets at the Military Academy. — 

The House receded from its disagreement to Senate 
amendments No. 1 providing extra pay for nineteen en- 
listed men instead of for thirteen, as provided in 
House bill. Although without authority, as the matter 
was not in conference, under the pay of engineer detach- 
ment the conferees took the liberty of striking out the 
words “Seventy-six privates, at $15 each per month, 
$13,680” and substituting therefor “Thirty-eight privates, 
first class, and thirty-eight privates, second class, $15,- 
080.” This change was made upon the recommendatien 
of the Engineer Department, which stated that the lan- 
guage originally used would tend to disrupt the present 
erganization.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


It was announced on May 7 that the U.S.S. Virginia, 
now at the Charlestown Navy Yard, leads the Navy in 
recruiting. Since Jan. 1, she has enlisted 1,321 men, 
more than her full complement, but the work will be 
kept up. 

The Secretary of the Navy issued an order on May 11 
transferring to the U.S. Shipping Board the U.S.S. Bos- 
ton, Iris and Princeton, and the schooner Rainbow. The 
last named vessel until recently was attached to the San 
Francisco Training School. All these ships have been 
out of commission for some time. 

Following sailors of the U.S.S. Scorpion, interned at 
Constantinople, Turkey, arrived at Berne, Switzerland, 
May 7. en route to the United States: Weinstein, Wall, 
Bell, Carver, Martin, Altman, Wesley, Stefesick, Carries 
and Baker. 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended Harry 
Selby, chief boatswain’s mate of the U.S.S. Olympia, for 
rescuing from drowning a Cuban boy who fell from the 
customs house dock at Santiago, Cuba, March 15, 1917.

The U. S. Torpedoboat destroyer Allen, while in dry- 
dock at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., May 10, fell 
against the coast guard cutter Guthrie, also in dry- 
dock, O. C. Hadlock, Yarmouthville, Me., electrician on 
the Allen, was killed. The injured are: Joseph Cem- 
ish, of I-uzerne, Penn.; L. E. Knapp, ship’s cook, Owas- 
so, Mich.; Ralph E. Davis, fireman, Philadelphia; J.

While the dock was being flooded 
a rope broke on the Allen which caused her to strike the 
Guthrie and the latter fell on her side. 
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MARINE CORPS NOTES. 

The first detachment of recruits for the Marines to 
be trained at the Quantico, Va., station will be sent 
to that place on May 14, Major Gen. Commandant George 
Barnett has announced. The full force of 5,000 is ex- 
pected to be concentrated at the new station within six 
weeks. A system of intensive training has been worked 
out which should result in considerably reducing the 
usual training period. 

The award of the Medal of Honor to 1st Lieut. Ernest 
C. Williams, U.S.M.C., for “extraordinary heroism in the 
line of his profession in the face of the enemy at Don 
Francisco de Marcoris Dominican Republic, Nov. 29, 
1916,” was announced by the Secretary of the Navy on 
May 10. Reports of the incident show that Lieutenant 
Williams with twelve men charged a fort (Fortaleza) in 
the face of fire from about forty rifles, hurled himself 
against the doors as they were about to close and forced 
his way inside, followed by his men. Eight of the twelve 
men in the force were wounded but none was seriously 
injured. They captured the fort without assistance from 
other units. The Major General Commandant, in for- 
warding the reports said: “It appears that by his con- 
spicuous gallantry, initiative and excellent judgment he 
solved the problem which might have proved a serious 
one had the enemy been given time to organize and eon- 
solidate and that Lieutenant Williams in entering and 
seizing the Fortaleza by its only entrance was most gal- 
lant and courageous.” 

The overflow of recruits from the Port Royal station, 
having finally filled the temporary depot at Philadelphia 
to its utmost capacity, an auxiliary Marine Corps sta- 
tion will be established as soon as possible at Norfolk, 
Va. Capt. Maurice E. Shearer, U.S.M.C., has been desig- 
nated as executive officer in command. 

On May 10 the enlisted strength of the Marine Corps 
passed the 20,000-mark. The flow of recruits through the 
recruiting stations is remarkably regular and sustained, 
averaging 150 per day. 
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Improvement of the channel leading to the New York 
Navy Yard is provided for in the new Rivers and Harbors 
bill that was completed on May 5 by the House com- 
mittee. The bill includes an item of $1,250,000 for im- 
provements in East River. This allows for a channel of 
forty feet across iDamond Reef. Unexpended balances 
of appropriations for a thirty-five foot channel across 
the reef may be used in increasing the depth.

Thé court found the accused guilty of the first charge and 
of second charge (one specifcation) and acquitted him of the 
third charge. 

The court sentenced Captain Beach to be placed at the 
foot of the captains’ list of present date and to there remain 
until he shall have lost twenty numbers in his grade. 

Recommendation to Clemency. 

The members of the court spread upon the record the fol- 
lowing unanimous recommendation to clemency: 

*‘In view of his previous excellent record; and in view of 
the fact that he took extra precautions which in his judgment 
would have met the requirements of any contingency; and in 
view of the fact that the extraordinary conditions that arose 
80 quickly were not only unprecedented, but could not be fore- 
seen and came with only slight warning; that apart from the 
fact that he did not have-steam in sufficient boilers to get 
underway immediately he took every measure which could :~ 
taken to ensure the safety of his vessel, we recommend the 
accused in this case to the clemency of the revising au- 
thority.’’ 

Action of the Secretary of the Navy. 

Seéretary Daniels in reviewing the proceedings said: ‘‘The 
Department has ‘given careful consideration net only to the 
record of the foregoing trial of Capt. Edward L. Beach, 
U.S.N., but also to the unusual circumstances out of which 
this trial arose (the wrecking of the U.S.S. Memphis off 
Santo Domingo City on Atg. 29, 1916). 

‘“The only portion of the specifications found proved by the 
court consists of the allegation that Captain Beach failed to 
keep sufficient steam on his vessel to get underway ‘on short 
notice.’ 

‘The records of the Department show that Captain Beach 
has served in the Navy for over thirty-two P peau during which 
time he has maintained a spotless record. His reports on 
fitness are conspicuous on account of the zeal and careful and 
efficient manner in which he has = performed his duty, 
The efficient manner in which he has done so has always met 
the highest approval of the various distinguished officers under 
whom he has served. : 

**Ags shown by the recommendation to clemency, his actions 

on the occasion of the disaster were sufficient to impress the 
members of the court-martial which tried him and inspire 
them to spread upon the record the above quoted impelling 
and unanimous recommendation for clemency.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


12TH N.¥.—COL. R. L. FOSTER. 


In its first indoor review since it returned from duty on the 
Mexican border a few months ago, the 12th N.Y., under com- 
mand of Col. R. L. Foster, made a fine showing on the night 
of May 10 in its armory, with Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, 
ist Brigade, N.Y., as the reviewing officer. . 

The event fully demonstrated that the regiment has not 
been idle since it was mustered out of the Federal service 
last year, and that under the administration of Colonel Foster 
it has been working steadily along practical lines. 

The regiment was promptly formed in line of masses for 
review by Capt. E. E. Gauche, regimental adjutant, and: in 
service uniform the command presented’ a handsome appear- 
ance.

General Dyer, who was accompanied by Major Ahern, Major 
Foley and Lieutenants Montant and Barbour, of his staff, was 
received with applause from the large audience, which filled 
the allotted space to overflowing. A large part of the audi- 
ence were evidently old acquaintances of the General. Follow- 
ing the review there was evening parade in line, after which 
there was dancing for members and guests. The regiment 
was steady and marched with a good, springy step, the men 
being under excellent control. The manual was executed with 
the most excellent precision and snap. 

In a brief talk to the,officers after the review General Dyer 
reminded them that since 1847 the 12th had always performed 
its duty, and had returned to its home station after each oc- 
casion of service with a fine record. He felt sure, he said, 
that in the next call for service the 12th would fully maintain 
its proud record, and that every officer and man would do the 
best he could. He advised all to fully back up the Colonel.

GUARDSMEN FOR TRAINING CAMPS. 


With reference to the conditions under which officers 
and men of the National Guard may enter officers’ train- 
ing camps, the War Department on May 7 announced 
further information as follows: 

Inquiries with reference to eligibility of members of the 
National Guard for admission to training camps should be an- 
swered in accordance with the following: 4 

1. If the man is an officer or enlisted man of the National 
Guard not in Federal service he may apply and be examined 
as in the case of any citizen, but before he can, be admitted 
to the camp he must show that the National Guard authorities 
of his state will give him a furlough or discharge. The War 
Department authorizes their discharge on furlough, but the 
final decision as to whether or not he shall be furloughed or 
discharged rests with the state authorities. The War Depart- 
ment cannot interfere. v 

2. A special provision has been made whereby each regi- 
mental commander of the National Guard not in Federal ser- 
vice may recommend twenty-five enlisted men for attendance 
at traiming camps. ‘Therefore enlisted men who cannot make 
the necessary arrangements under Par. 1 may be included in 
the regimental commander’s list, as described in this para- 


ph. : 

8. Enlisted men of the National Guard in Federal service 
cannot be sent to these training camps until they are included 
in the list recommended by the regimental commander. The 
regimental commander is authorized to designate twenty-five 
men as in the case of National Guards not in Federal service. 

4. Lists submitted by regimental commanders under Pars. 2 
and 8 are not final, but are subject to approval by higher 
authority.

twenty-seven who successfully complete the ninety days of 
training may apply for commissions in the Regular Army. 

Four soldiers of the 19th Infantry stationed at Fort Sam 
Houston who are aliens Thursday made petition for final 
naturalization papers at the office of the U.S. District Court. 
Two of the men are sergeants and two privates and it was 
stated when the final papers have been granted they will 
apply for commissions in the U.S. Army. 

Despite the fact that a full complement of men desired at 
this time for the U.S. Navy has been recruited, recruits are 
still being accepted, as Congress is expected shortly to in- 
crease the number up to 150,000, Notification that a sufficient 
number has been secured to meet the present requirement of 
the Government came to Chief Q.M. C. O. Evans, in charge of 
the recruiting station here. 

General Pershing urges that the promiscuous and _ indis- 
criminate playing of the National Anthem be discontinued and 
that the air be reserved for occasions of a more or less formal 
nature, civil or military. Likewise, said General Pershing, 
the use of the American flag for advertising purposes or to 
achieve applause should not be countenanced. ‘‘Patriotism 
is most precious and every effort should be made to keep it 
from being cheapened.’’ 

Battery B, 1st Texas Artillery, according to Lieut. Raymond 
Phelps, will begin to-day active recruiting in order to fill 
twenty or twenty-five vacancies made by releasing men of 
the battery who have dependents. The recruiting office at the 
armory will be kept open daily until the battery is recruited 
up to the desired strength. Horses for the recruits are now 
at the remount station and all ordnance necessary to fully 
equip the battery is now in the arsenal. 

Col. H. L. Rogers, Chief Q.M. of the Southern Department, 
has started something new at Fort Sam Houston, the idea 
being the training of experienced mechanics along military 
lines. Twelve Reserve officers, all of whom are expert me- 
chanics, have been called to Fort Sam Houston and they have 
been organized into a class. They will be given military 
training and will be employed by the War Department in the 
lines in which they are experts. The Southern Department 
officers expect a great demand for good chauffeurs, mechanics 
and motor men of every line. It takes years to train such 
men, and so the War Department is calling Reserve officers 
who have the mechanical training that will fit them for the 
handling of men. They then will be given commissions and 
placed in charge of the various lines of work pertaining to 
the motor departments of the Southern Department. 

The War Department has just ordered that examinations be 
conducted in the Southern Department, by which at least 400 
Army officers will receive promotions. Col. Omar Bundy, A.G., 
with offices at Fort Sam Houston, is in charge of the ex- 
amining and the work will start immediately. This will mean 
that more officers will receive promotions than ever before 
resulted from one order. In Cavalry, sixteen lieutenant colo- 
nels will be examined for promotion to the office of colonel. 
Thirty-five majors in this branch of the Service will be given 
a chance of promotion to the office of lieutenant colonel and 
ninety-three captains will be examined for promotion to 
major. Of the first lieutenants in this branch 290 will be 
examined for captain. In the Field Artillery, fourteen lieu- 
tenant colonels come up for promotion and three majors will 
be examined for colonel. Twenty-two majors will be given a 
chance for lieutenant colonel. Six captains in this branch 
also are up for promotion. Just 100 first lieutenants are 
scheduled to be given a promotion to captaincies. In the 
Infantry arm, fifty lieutenant colonels, eighty-nine majors, 200 
captains and all first lieutenants will be given a chance of 
promotion. The Adjutant General of this Department is busy 
selecting his examining boards and getting ready for the ex- 
aminations. These will be conducted as fast as possible, in 
order that the new promotions can be accomplished before the 
greater U.S. Army is raised. 

By overwhelming the Aides-de-camp four in a genuine sur- 
prise game of polo Sunday afternoon at Fort Sam Houston, 
the 3d Cavalry team won the cups offered for the series honors 
by Gen. James Parker. The Cavalry beat the Aids by the 
score of 11 to 4. The playing of Capt. G. Johnson and Lieu- 
tenant Newman was especially brilliant. The San Antonio 
team forfeited to the Staff Remount team because of the 
absence of three of the civilian players. A team of mixed 
civilians and military players then won from the Staff Re- 
mount team, 9 to 2. At the conclusion of the second game 
the cups were presented to the victorious Cavalry officers by 
General Parker himself. A large crowd watched the closing 
of the tournament.

Since that time, we have manufactured some 25,000 
Scotch caps, both in Glengarry and Balmoral style, 
using the same ribbon, and have not yet had a com- 
plaint from any source regarding the soiling of this 
ribbon. ‘ 

I trust that you will soon have your Plant in opera- 
tion in the City of Montreal, so as to be able to treat 
the cloth used in the manufacture of military caps, 
as the rubberizing process, which is at present specified 
by the Militia & Defence is now in use in both sum- 
mer and winter caps, adds considerably to the weight 
of the cap, and the discomfort of the man, besides the 
closing up of all the pores of the cloth. If the cloth 
were waterproofed by the Tatelec Process, it would 
not only make the cap very much lighter in weight, 
but would be absolutely airy, something which the 
present cap in use is not.

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The new British airplanes of the type called “light 
fighters” and which are armed with rapid fire guns must 
make more than two miles a minute and operate at an 


altitude of more than five miles to meet the present re- 
quirements of war in Europe, according to Major 

V. Rees, a member of the British Flying Corps, who is 
with the British commission in Washington. Major Rees 
said the designs now being used for light fighters will be 
out of date in six months. The great thing is to get a 
new machine speedier and more efficient than the others. 
Control of the air has alternated back and forth as each 
new type has been developed, to be supplanted_by a su- 
perior type. Respecting bomb dropping, Major Rees said 
it has been found necessary to descend very close to the 
target to make hits. Time fuses are used on the bombs 
to enable the machines to get safely away. The British 
airmen are at work continuously, directing gun fire. Ger- 
mans do not use airplanes extensively to direct fire, but 
use frequently stationary balloons.
